[Text) Beirut, Feb 18 (KUNA)=-A ranking Palestinian official disclosed here that 
a “eoordination agreement already exiete” between Moscow and the Paiestine Libera- 
tion Organisation. 


Srig. Mohammed Al Shier, the PLO's representative in Moscow, made the announcement 
in @ Lecture at the invitation of Palestinian writers and ‘ournaliete. The PLO 
news agency WAFA distributed the text of che lecture to the press yesterday. 


“The coordination hae goved from 4 written agreement to practice,” he announced. 
"When 4 problem arises, 4 high delegation is sent by the PLO to Moscow for discue- 
sion and for 4 common stand on the matter.” 

He said PLO .hairman Yaeser Arafat will be visiting Moscow “in the near future.”

The coordination agreement, Shaer said, was reached during Arafat's visit to Moscow 
last year. 


He eaid the PLO “enjove 4 special dipiomatic privilege in Moscow. As head of the 
PLO office there, | am free to move and travel anywhere within the Soviet Union, 
While other foreign diplomats are restricted to an area of 110 equare kilometrer.

in te Occupic ‘rab Lands has wound up its meetings in Amman. The com- 
mittee whose ~c«' ings lasted for 3} days adopted several resolutions in 
which it defined the objectives and the rules that will regulate its 
activities in the current year. In addition, it defined the principles 
upon which various industries and housing, health and educational projects 
in the occupied lands will be subsidized. 


in conjunction with the meet'ngs of the committee AL-JQABAS met with Mr 
Nani al-Hasan, member of the Palestinian delegation. We began the inter-

[We 
asked Mr al-4asan! why hasn't the organization played its role in 
restoring the field of Arab solidarity’ 


Tell Me How You Stand on Palestine, and 1 Will Tell You Who You Are’ 


“r Hani al-Hasan said, “Pwer since its outbreak in 1965 the Palestinian 











Revelution has been prepesing 4 specific strategy which time has proven 
needs no change and ne alteration, Events have always shown that | our! 
vision was correct. These events did net show anything contrary toe this, 
The first point of this strategy is the fact that we laid down a basis 
for classification and a tool for the struggle. The strategic classifica- 
tion that was propesed in 1965 was based on finding out what one's posi- 
tion on Palestine was. This is because we, especially those of us who 

are in the Fatah Mevement, analyse the Arab scene differently from the 
way the remaining political parties and bloes analyse i*. We believe that 
the battle against partition, backwardness and lerael is the same battle; 
that colonialien imposed partition on the region forcibly; and that it 
also imposed on it af economic structure that did not come from within as 
a result of spontaneous development. Colonialiam rather imposed on the 
region econemic conditions and an economic class in society, and then it 
set up lerael afterwards to protect partition and backwardness. 


"We in Fatah believe that the only way to e'iminate fragmentation and back- 
wardness is to confront the leraeli challenge, that is, to strike the 

tool of U.S. imperialiem in the region through lerael. When one confront. 
larael, one confronts the lnited States and all 1.8. accomplishments in 

the region, and these are fragmentation and backwardness. Confront ing 

the tnited States through lterael is 4 confrontat’ om of 1.5. agents in 

the region. 


“accordingly, we established the classification on the basis of this 
theory: ‘Tell me how you stand on Palestine, and I will tell you whether 
you are progressive or sot and whether your opposition to imperialian is 
genuine or merely verbal?’ 


“lL want to emohasige here that our assumptions in the liberation organiza- 
tion, and especially in Patah, are Arabiet. We are not 4 rerioral move- 
ment. The term, the Palestinian fevolution, symbolizes the land and the 
cause and not the tool of Liberation.” 


Solidarity against tereel and for Palestine 


Hani al-Hasan added, “Our fabric is that of Arab society and not only that 
of the Palestinian society. The fabric of a regionalist is that of the 
region only. For this reason we in the Palestinian Revolution consider the 
Arab scene to be the principal scene of action. We undoubtedly believe in 
Avcab solidarity 46 4 minimum that must be available for confronting 0.5. 
imperialiom. Arab solidarity first signifies embracing the principal 
scenes of action. Ve suppe t the solidarity that is against lerael and the 
solidarity that supports Palestine. in our view any solidarity that is not 
based on these two points cannot exist. 


“Solidarity must encompass two scenes: a confrontation scene with the 
Zionist enemy and a support scene for the Palestinian struggle. For this 
reason the exi«tence of Syria, Jordan, the organization and Lebanon within 
the context of Arab solidarity--as well as Egypt when it was patriotic--is 











esential for having an effect on the Arab struggle with Israel and on the 
interenational scene, 


"There must be solidarity in confrontioa che United States, and there must 
be solidarity in the alliance with the socialist organization because 

it oppeses the I'nited States to some excent, and its interests also con- 
tradict those of the United States on the Palestinian question.” 


Who Ils with Me and not with Whom An t? 


1 told Mr Hani al-Hasan, “Are you then in favor of a strategic balance or 
what looks like an allianee with the socialist bloc?" 


lle replied, "We de not Like these expressions. We say that we have a4 prin- 
ciple which states, ‘Who is with me and not with whom am i'' This is an 
important principle in foreian relations. Therefore, | set up my plan 

and then | consider who is with this plan. I fight whomever is against 
that plan, and t ally myself with whomever is for it. Then I ask myself 
how much does he support this plan? If he supports it 59 percent, I ally 
myself with him 5O percent; if he supports it 70 percent, then | ally 
myself with him 70 percent. 


"The socialist organization is involved in a strugale with the tnited 
States. The fact that it is involved in a struggle with the t'nited States 
means that it shares my interests. Consequently, we enter into an alliance 
with it. 


“Our views differ from those of the socialist organization. The Soviet 
inion, for example, supports the removal of the effects of the ageression. 
It does not want to eo beyond that. Then the Soviet Union is my ally until 
the results of the ageressior are removei. We consider the situation. 

Our standard ultimately is ‘whether one is! with Palestine or against 
Palestine.” 


Conditional Selidarity 


He added, “Aral solidarity is unfortunately not available. We must work to 
restore Arab solidarity. We must begin first with the point of settling 
Arab disputes so that solidarity can be established. 


"No one is to understand that Arab solidarity is unconditional and that 
it has no rules. And here 1 will address myself to a question which I am 
sure vou will ask about the Amman Summit. 


"The Annan Summit had two rifts. The first one was the attempt to isolate 
Syria and the fact that it did not attend the conference. Can the con- 
ference then be held to endorse Arab differences” 


“The answer [to that question! is no because [the purpose of | Arab 
solidarity is to settle Arab ditferences and not to complicate then.” 











We Have 100 Observations on Many of the Arab Parties 


Hani aleHasan said, "The decision to come to Amman was made by the orpa- 
nigation. Lt was a decision in whieh various Palestinian politica: trends 
who make up the delegation participated. lt is not the people in the 
delegation who ensure relations, Relations are ensured by the approxima- 
tion of political views, The organization's view teday is to work for the 
regeneration of Arab solidarity. Althowgh we have 100 observations about 
many of the Arab parties, we are convinced that solving these matters 

can only be accomplished through Arab solidarity. We believe that Arab 
solidarity would not succeed if we were to place Limiting conditions on 
thie or the other party. We are trying to remove these limiting conditions 
so that Arab solidarity can confront the Zionist enemy and not assume 

4 non-confrontationel posture. Therefore, our insistence on Jordanian- 
Palestinian relations stems from the fact that (we want to) form a front 
against Camp David because if Camp David succeeds again, this will mean 
more Arab combat. We must therefore form a front so that the Camp David 
front would not be expanded.” 


Camp David is a Course; It Forms 
1 told “er al-<Nasan, “Sut Camp David is finished. It has failed.” 


"Camp David is a course which has numerous forms. The al-Sadat-Regin form 
did fail. Undoubtedly it was the Palestinian people in the country and the 
fact that Jordan did not participate in it that caused it to fail. The 
Exyptian form failed. Ultimately, however, Israel and the United States 
have not abandoned ‘the notion of | a non=-patriotic settlement that would 
be imposed to endorse the occupation and the Zionist presence in 
Palestine. The Americans are now looking for a new form led by Shimon 
Perez concerning the proposal of the Jordanian option. Our mission now 

is [to see to it! that Peree does not succeed. We must not let him succeed 
and then exclaim, ‘What ‘do we do! after Perez’ just as we said, ' What do 
we do! after Camp David’' This is the secret of protecting the bridge and 
relations with Jordan, but not without Syria. We do not believe in the 
policy of alliances on the scene. We do not interfere with this party or 
the other. We welcome anyone who supports ‘*e Palestinian question. Anyone 
who does not support it is not in line with Palestine. We do not favor 
tension in the Arab atmosphure.” 


Slockine ".S. Defense 


On the strategy of the libi ration organization to confront the success 

of the Labor party Hani al-Hasan says, “There is no doubt that ®egin has 
been defeated in front of the policy and the strategy of the Liberation 
organization because Israel and the organization are opposites. The 
success of one is the failure of the other. Pegin tried with Brzezinski to 
set down the new ''.S. defense bloc’ strateey from Turkey to Somalia 
instead of the lLranian-lsraeli-Somali block which collapsed with the 
Frhiopian Pevolution and the Lranian Revolution. 














“Pere? wants to bring back the Jordanian=Palestinian strugale so that one 
of the parties would be weakened and the other destroyed. Segin does not 
want to fall, and se he (8 trying to win in south Lebanon. lltimately, 
Negin and Peres are one and the same thing." 


The National Pank Nas Different Views 


On the condition of the organization in Lebanon and some vo. the disputes 
in the National “ovement, the member of the Central Committee of the Fatah 
Movement says, "We and the National Movement make up one front. We are in 
the same trench with the sevement. The national rank does not mean that it 
has different views on the details. The situation in Lebanon now is 
clearer than it has been because it has become obvious that the leraelis 
want te control south Lebanon because of the water and that they want 
south Lebanon for its own sake and not for any other reason. They do not 
want south Lehinon because the Palestinians are there. The region that 
Israel has annexed does not have a single Palestinian Therefore, the citi- 
zens of south Lebanon ‘eel that their destiny is tied to resisting leraeli 
presence in South Lebano

Refuge 


On the Palestir an identity, on the independent status of Palestinian land 
and on the stecus of the Liberation organization a6 4 state or 4 revolu- 
tion, Hani al-llasan said, “There is a difference between discussing the 
subject of Palestinian land as an independent Palestinian subiect and 
between discussing it a8 part of any Arab country. If Palestinian land is 
considered part of another state such as Jordan, for examp'e, Palestinian 
presence in those lands would be tantamount to refuge and we would thereby 
have settled the question of refugees, which is the quest‘on of 2 million 
refusees. We are being called upon to complicate the question of refuge. 
When we say that this land tas an independent status, then Jerusalem would 
be its capital, but if it were part of another land, Jerusalem would not 
be its capital. 


“Therefore, we must concent ate on the Palestinian identity in steps so 
that we would not let the enemy achieve victories by eliminating this 
identity without paving 4a price. If we were to find someone who vould 
taik shout the Palestinians and preserve all these eains, we would con- 
sider the matter because ultimately we are a revolution and there is 
nothing more difficult for a revolution than to deal i: the context of a 
state. Therefore, the leraelis are insisting on calling the strueelie an 
Arab-Israeli strugele, whereas we insist on calling it a Palestinian- 
israeli strugele because the Zionist enemy wants to obliterate the word, 
Palestine. Therefore, we must not fall into the trap of superficial logic 
and say, ‘The key will unlock the door,’ because the truth is that not 
every key will unlock the door.”

[Interview with Jean-Francois Medinet by ‘Adnan Nasrawayn: “Senior Official 
in French Ministry of Foreien Affairs Telle AL-—HAWADITH, ‘The Components 
of the Palestinian State Are Greater Than These of Some Pxicting States’) 


[Text | "I want to emphasize and to insist that what | will say in this 
interview with AL<HAWADITH is net official and does not represent the 
important position that | held in the French Ministry of Foreign Affairs.” 


This was how Jean-Francois Yodinet, the senior official in the “Ministry 

of Foreign Affairs, forestallied se when we sat down to conduct this inter- 
view. He did not want to give the impression that what he would say in 
the interview represented the official Freneh point of view. At the same 
time, he was not concealing his personal positions which wholeheartedly 
favor the Arabs. 


Jean-Francois Sodinot continues with AL<-HAVADITH ite series of interviews 
and debates with major French thinkers, strategists and politicians. in 
thie interview Yedinot talke with us from his extensive knowledge of Arab 
affaires, 


A few days ago 4 book byw Nodinot entitied, “22? Arab States and One Nation” 
was published. Therefore, we wanted to discuss with him some of the 
opinions he presented ‘in the book) to pawe the way for asking hie about 
his opinions on French and international politics and the urgent questions 
with which the world is preoccupied. 


‘Question! In the book you published in Paris last week, "22 Arab States 
and One Nation.” you show that the Arab states constitute one nation dee- 
pite their political and ideological differences. What are the arguments 
you rely on to demonstrate this fact to French and Buropean public opinion’ 


lAnewer) After visiting « eumber of Arab states and spending an official 

tour of duty in some of them, | arquired the impression that Furopean 

and American circles are still holding on to the olf ideas they had about 

the Arab world after 1918 when the Arab states were subjected to partition 
and division for reasons that were their [control), and had fallen 

inte the hands of the sandate (system) and colonialiecn. 











After the period ef celentalion came te an end, | conducted extensive 
studies and research in western cireles on each Arab country separately, 
Few peop e have become aware of thie feet: after their independence the 
Arab states took the form ef 4 pelitioal, seeial and eeonemic unity 
despite all the disputes that used te eoour from time te time among their 
leaders and commanders, The fact ef the unity ef the Arab homeland is 
being tanered because western researchers and students based their 

pesit ions on previews erroneous judgments, They consider only some of the 
attempts that took place between seme of the Arab countries te achiewe « 
firm unity between them; these attempts had ended in failure, 


| personally beliewe that behind the unsuccessful attempts for waity are 
hidden other forms of unity that are deeper and mere beneficial. This 

is because deapite the fact that these attempts were net realized, the 
facters upon which the wnity of the Arab homeland are based, whieh lie 

in the citizen's feelings and in hie desire te belong te the Arab nation, 
Nave lingered in the hearts of these peoples. lt may be that relations 
between some of the Arab political regimes were cuspe sded after these 
regimes had been ifn contact with eaeh other te achiewe their firm enity, 
but relations in all areas between the peoples in these countries 

cont inued, 


| beliewe we sust make 4 clear reference to the fact that affiliation 
with the Arab sation was 4 matter of cheice and was not the result of 
hist«rical coincidences. Naturally, such a collective decision would be 
based on deep, historical reasons. There is the same Arabic language which 
unites all the Arab states that extend from the Atlantic Ocean to the 
Iranian of the Turkish borders. tt ie the language of Arab newspapers 
which are printed in Rabat in the same way they are printed Muscat. 
These whe assemble at ewery Arab meeting need no translators because they 
all speak the same language. There ie also the islamic religion te which 
most of the Arabe subscribe. The wariews Arab states aleo share similar 
geceraphic dats a6 well a6 the same cultural assumptions. These write the 
citivens of the Arah states in their thoughts, in their life styles, in 
their habits and in their custome. The factors of Arab unity in one sation 
are numerous. It is not difficult for any foreign researcher who visits 
these states to discower then, 


‘Question! There are 21 Arab states today, but in your book and in the 
title wou refer to 22 Arab states. De you think the Palestine Liberation 
Organigation has all the components of 4 state on an equal footing with 
the other Arab states’ 


|\Anewer) It is obwiews that the liberation organization does not have 

all the components for an Arab state. Thies is because despite the fact 
that it represents the will and the acpirations of the Palestinian people, 
the organigation does not vet hawe 4 recognized ground base on which it 
can practice in an independent manner it¢ pan-Arab and national sove- 
reigety. Sut it is alee obviows that it i¢ sot possible to ignore what ai! 
the Arab states have recognized and what furope a6 well a6 the 





international organisations are beginning to recognize officially, And 
that is the fact that the Palestine Liberation Organigation is the legiti- 
mate representative of the Palestinian people, All the actions that sought 
te isolate the Palestinian people from the liberation organiaation have 
failed, What is mere indicative of thie matter is evident in the situa- 
tiens of the mayers in cceupied Palestinian territory, They are declaring 
their loyalty te the liberation organisation (while they live) under the 
leraeli military eecupation, Some of them were even expelled from their 
homelands, and others were subjected to serious assassination attempts 
because they supported the PLO and were calling fer the establishment of a 
Palestinian state under the banner of the liberation organisation. tt is 
all these matters that make we talk about the future Palestinian state as 
one of the other Arab states.... 


[Question] in your opinion as a political observer froe abroad, what then 
is the ground base upon which the future Palestinian state can be 
established’ 


[anewer! 1 beliewe that the reasonable solution is that which world pub- 
lie opinion has agreed to endorse. Even numerous wise leraelie are calling 
for it. That reasonable solution is the establishment of an independent 
Palestinian state alongside the leraeli state on the occupied Arab land of 
the Weet Sank of the Jordan Piver and the Gaga Strip. 


| think that if lerael really wanted to achieve a just and genuine peace 
in the Middle Fast, it will hawe te acknowledge the existence of the 
Palestinian Arao people who live in occupied Palestinian territory. tt 
will hawe te recognize that thew hawe 4 right te live in the contest of an 
independent state just like the other nations of the world. tt will have 
te recognize that ne folver what means and measures it utilizes, it will 
not be able to remove the Palestinians from existence. On the other hand, 
terael will alee net be able to liwe forever in a state of cont inuous 

war with its neighbors, the other Arab states. 


We've recently seen a few leraeli young men convicted because they refuse! 
to perform their military service and prolong the state of war. lerael has 
to take advantage of the golden opportunity it has with the Arabs demon- 
strating their willingness every day to search for 4 just peace. That 
peace must be compatible with the aspirations of all the parties that are 
concerned with the strugele in the Middle East in the contest of inter- 
national resolutions that call for the withdrawal of leraeli forces from 
occupied Arab lands and recognition of the national rights of the 
Palestinian people.

If the rulers of lterael 
were to adopt 4 realistic, wise policy, they will then knew that dealing 
with a Palestinian state will be lees dangerous than dealing with the 
Palestinians under occupation. This is because wilitary occupation will 
inevitably generate acts of vielence and legitimate armed resistance to 
this occupation, And thie is what we are seeing in the occupied Arab 
lands: bloody clashes that occur almost daily between the soldiers of the 
occupation and students in Palestinian schools and universities. in 
addition, there are silitary operations between the Palestinian guerillas 
and the lerae!li seldiers.

If the Palestinians were 
to #0 back to their homes in an independent Palestinian state, peace and 
stability will be restored to Lebanese lands. This is because the Lebanese 
crisis is quit. closely tied to the Palestinian question and the destiny 





of the Palestinian peaple, There is another point that | must refer te, 
and that is if lerael were te recogniae the necessity of establishing an 
independent Palestinian state, it will win the sympathy ef ai! the 
countries of the world that are interested in the achievement of a just 
and lasting peace in the Middle Fast. These countries will then quite 
strongly support lerael through major, effective international guarantees 
to help it aehiewe it seeurity end ite stability, 


(Question) What were the effects of the Camp David aceords and the 
separate Egyptian<-lsraeli peace treaty on the wnity of the Arabs’ 


lAnewer) | beliewe that the policy of former 0.8. President Carter, as 
manifested in hie positions of pushing Favpt and lerae, towards signing 
a bilateral peace |‘ aereement!, was based on denying the notion that a 
single Arab sation does emist. The strategy of the former U.5. president 
was based on the fact that the achievement of peace in the Middle Fast 
will hawe te come about in stages through separate agreements between 
isra | and its neighbors: Bavet, Syria, Lebanon and Jordan. fach one of 
these countries would have te settle ite differences with lerael on a 
bilateral basis. 


hut contrary to President Carter's expectations, the Feypt ian-leraeli 
peace treaty only bound the Arab rank closer together in opposition to 
this agreement. The Arab summit conference was held in Baghdad, and all 
the observers expected, even before the conference was convened, that it 
would end in failure because they were saying that an agreement between 
Syria and iraq and between Syria and the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia would not 
be possible. HNowever, ail the Arab leaders in the Arab summit agreed to 
freese Paypt's membership in the Arab League and to suspend Arab financial 
aid toe it. 


After sore than 4 year of the Egyptian<-leraeli agreement, the situation 
in the Middle Fast is still explosive. 1 beliewe that the situation would 
be otherwise if lerae!l were to accept the idea of negotiating with all 
the parties that have an interest in the Arab<-leraeli struggle, including 
the PLO, in a comprehensive framework that would aise include all the 
Arab countries. 


On the other hand, although the atmosphere of the Baghdad Summit Con- 
ference is now gone, and the Arab world is now experiencing sharp 
divisions amone its leaders, the Arab positions that were defined at the 
Baghdad Conference regarding the rejection of the Camp Dawid accords are 
still being adhered toe by all the Arab etates. This is clear evidence 
that no matter how sharp Arab divisions and disputes get, they cannot 
atfect the Arab nation’s positions that are based on principle and that 
are fundavental to it. 


As 4 political observer from abroad, do you then beliewe that 
the Arab Summit Conference constitutes an expression of the unity of the 
Arab world in one sation’ 








[Anewer!) As | teld you before | was myrelf in Baghdad when the Arab Sum- 
mit Conference was held there in 1978, tefere it was convened, all the 
observers were expecting if te fail, ihe Arab theeries that were being 
defended by the Arab delegations arriving for the Baghdad Summit were 
actually sometimes quite incompatible with eaeh other, Rut we did netice 
at the end of the summit conference that the differences in Arab points of 
view were not important, The leaders adopted several resolutions and joint 
measures, and 4 unanimous agreement was actually reached, These resolu- 
tions were theoretical, But at the same time there were practical reselu- 
tions that demonstrated the unity and the solidarity of the Arab world, 
Among these was the appropriation of financial budgets that would be paid 
by the Arad o1| exporting countries te the confrontation s* ates and the 
PLO. | must refer here to the fact that these western writers whe write 
sarcastically about the aborted attempts to establish unity between traq 
and Syria, for example, ignore the fact that despite the differences 
between the political regimes in the two countries, Iraq continues to 

pay Syria ite financial appropriations which were approved by the Baghdad 
Summit. (Iraq contiqwes to de se) despite the existence of extreme tension 
between the two countries, even on the lewel of visite by cabinet 
officials between the two countries. All thie indicates that Arab unity 
survives in the relations of Arab nations. The Baghdad Summit Conference 
has proven that Arab leaders are capable of achieving solidarity and a 
united position if they want te de so in the presence of the dangers that 
confront them. This i¢ because any danger to which any Arab country is 
subjected will inevitably hawe a negative effect on all the other Arab 
nations. 


(Question) But don't you beliewe that the recent Arab summit meet ing 
in Amman showed that there were deep differences in the ranks of the Arab 
world that caused some of the Arab countries te stay away from the summit’ 


[Anewer' Of course there were some Arab countries that stayed away from 
the Amman Summit Conference, but if we were to consider the reasons that 
caused these countries to stay away, it will become evident that they 
are temporary reasons. The liberation organization stayed away from the 
summit because it was subjected to foreign pressures. Syria stayed away 
from the summit because it was preoccupied with its difficult internal 
problems. The other Arab countries that stayed away from the — Summit 
did so to show their solidarity with Syria. But this Arab rejection on 
the part of the countries that stayed away from the — a Summit is a 
temporary rejection. Historical experience has shown that Arab disputes 
are temporary and that they disappear in time. Matters will go back to 
tvneir natural course among the Arab capitals. 


On the other hand, | do not deny the fact that differences and divisions 
exist today in the ranks of the Arab countries. Bur these dif ferences 
cannot prevent these courtries from forming 4a single nation. Also no one 
can deny the existence of the European Community which is taking part in 
the Furopean Common Market even though there are continuing differences 
among the European countries themselves. | am saying that despite appearan- 
ces, political wnhity among the Arab countries i greater than the 














political wnity aveng the Furepean countries. | am not talking here about 
Eaypt whese membership in the Arab League has been frogen, Although the 
huropean countries Save ties with each other through administrative and 
legislative agencies, they differ politically from each other. Some 
hucopean countries are members of the Atlantic Pact and are loyal to it, 
whereas other countries, like France, for example, are not. The foreign 
policy [of the latter countries) follows the principle of national indepen- 
dence. These countries refuse to fellow in the footsteps of their Rurepean 
allies when those walk in the orbit of U.S. policy. 


(Question) Then do you beliewe that there is ne European nation in the 
same sense that there is an Arab nation’ 


l[Anewer|) In the matter of form Burope Sas gone further than the Arab 
countries in setting up the agencies for a (Buropean) nation. There is 

one Furopean parliament, and there is a Buropean economic committee that 
is affiliated with the Common Market. But thie European unity cannot be 
found in the unity of thought and mind in all the European countries as it 
can be found in the Arab countries. There is also no similarity in the 
daily life styles »setween one European country and another as is the case 
in all the Arab countries, where there is 4 great similarity in the way of 
thinking, in the style of life, and in the habits and customs that, unlike 
the European countries, are almost the same in all the Arab countries. 

if a French person, for example, were to go to Denmark, which is a 
furopean country and a member of the European Common Market, he will find 
himself to be 4 stranger just as though he were in China. The Danish 
language would be foreign to hie and se would be the style of life and 

the ways of thinking and viewing matters. Collectively speaking, European 
interests vary from one country to another. It cannot be said that there 
is 4 common European cause that concerns all the European countries, where- 
as any Arab who travels to any Arab country would not find himself a 
stranger to the language of that country, to its way of thinking or to 

its life style. There is alee 4 common Arab cause that interests all the 
Arab regions in various degrees, but that does interest all of hem: that 
is the Palestinian question. 


[Ovestion!) Do you beliewe that France has so far pursued an Arab policy 
and that it has taken into consideration the fact that it is dealing with 
one Arab nation and not with separate Arab courtries’ 


[Anewer!) With regard to the political positions that France is assuming 
vie a vie Arab questions, and especially the question of the Arab-leraeli 
struggle and the recent official positions that were assumed by French 
President d’Estaing, | beliewe that these positions come under the frame- 
work of France's shift towards the Arab world. France considers this Arab 
world to be an integrated whit in one nation with « single common cause. 
France's position is consistent with the aspirations of 411 the Arab 
nations, and especially those of the Palestinian people. [This became 
evident) when President Ciccard d'Estaing declared the right of the 
Palestinian people to determine their destiny and the right of the 











liberation oreani#alion te participate in the peaceful efforts in the 
Middie faet. By assuming these pesitians, Franee has understood the fact 
that it Nad te deal with citigens of the same Arab homeland all of whem 


were standing behind these demands te achieve a just and 4 comprehensive

Union's Ninth Session Electe Secretary General and Adopts Several Measures" | 


[Excerpts] The proceedings of the Ninth Session of the Council of the Arab Parlia- 
mentary Union, which opened yesterday morning at the National People's Assembly, 
were concluded in the afternoon of the same day. 


The session, at which brother ‘Abd al-Rahman Burawi, chairman of the Algerian 
National Assembly's Legal and Administration Affaire Committee, was elected union 
secretary general {or a 2-year term, succeeding former Secretary General Dr Husam 
al-Khatib, was attended by speakere and representatives of the parliaments of Jordan, 
the UAE, Tunisia, Sudan, Syria, Palestine, Lebanon, Morocco, PDRY, Algeria and iraq. 


Khalid al-Fahum, chairman of the Arab Parliamentary Union [and Palestine National 
Council Chairman], delivered the opening address, in which he welcomed the Arab 
parliamentary delegations and thanked them for the large attendance at the meeting, 
which he eaid shows the desire to etrengthen the Arab ranks and support the Pales- 
tine problem, which is the number one problem for the Arabs. 


The first .opic on the agenda was the discussion of the union's membership. The 
council welcomed the Iraqi National Assembly's membership, as Iraq is taking part 
in the council work for the first time. The council aleo expressed satisfaction 
at the return of parliamentary life in Kuwait and expressed the hope that other 
parliaments will join the union, particularly the parliaments of Somalia and 
Djibouti. 


The council then reviewed the general secretariat's report for the previous period 
and approved it. it contained a review of the general secretariat's activities in 
conjunction with the Algerian People's National Assembly to prepare for che second 
conference |of the union as a whole], which opens in Algiers today. The report 
also discussed the secretariat's internal activities, particularly regarding the 
publication of the guide to Arab parliaments. 


After the council had studied the financial and administrative affairs and approved 
the union's budget, it discussed the plan for the next stage. The council approved 
the setting up of 4 committee representing 411 the Arab parliaments to follow up 











efforte to build the union's headquarters in Damascus. Syria has donated a plot 
of land for the purpose, 


Among the subjects discussed by the council was the question of strengthening con- 
tacte and dialogue between Arab parliamentarians. It decided in thie regard to 
convene 4 meeting of officials in charge of Arab and foreign affairs during the 
present conference in order to assign Arab responsibilities at the coming meeting 
of the Interparliamentary Union, echeduled to meet in Manila in April. 


The council aleo approved the setting up of a committee for direct contact with 
parliamentary unione whose responsibility will be to discuss the convening of a 
joint Arab-African Parliamentary Con‘erence and initiate dialogue with various 
parliamentary groups, the most important of which are the Latin American parlia- 
mente and the socialist bloc parliaments. 


After the council had approved developing the union's magazine the Arab parliament, 
it aleo approved the amended Article 12 of the union's charter, which sete the 
procedure for appointing the secretary general and states his powers. After approv- 
ing the amended article the council unanimously elected brother ‘Abd al-Rahman 


Burawi, who was nominaled secretary general of the union by the Algerian parliamen- 
tary group. 


The council also discussed holding its 10th session in Beirut in January 1982. 


The rotating council chairmanship will pase from Khalid al-Fahum, the PNC chairman, 
to Kamil al-Ae'ad, speaker of the Lebanese chamber of deputies.

LIBYA AND ALGERIA DESIRE A—BOMB, CLAIMS SPANISH JOURNALIST

[Text) Under the title “Nuclear Danger in the Mediterranean Basin, Libya and 
Algeria Are For Atomic Bomb", the Spanish journalist Vicente Talon has recently 
written a long article devoted to the nuclear threat menacing all the countries 
bordering the Mediterranean. 


"In fact", the Spanish journalist says, “Libya and Algeria, with their great re- 
serves of uranium, are very favorably disposed to the manufacture of the atomic 
bomb". Here are several extracts from Vicente Talon's article. 


“Libya is presently receiving aid toward that end from India and the Soviet 
Union, and perheps even from Argentina. It is certain that while Iraq or Brazil 
may obtain complete systems for the fulfillment of their plans, the Tripoli gov- 
ernment, given the problems it is running up against, will buy individual parts 
from different countries and then put them together. Presently, it is trying to 
manufacture plutonium out of uranium imported recently from Niger and Chad. 
There are plans, thus, for the establishment of a nuclear research center 
equipped with two reactors, one for training purposes and the other for testing. 
Por 1982 there are also plans to get started on Algeria's first nuclear thermal 
power plant, even if for the time being the names of the suppliers of the reac- 
tor and the necessary uranium are still unknown. 





“However, France has indicated its willingness to take on that project, provided 
it receives, in return, crude uranium from the ‘El Hoggar' zone." 


Observers of this situation think that Algeria may provide itself with the “bomb”, 
even if ite military implications are denied. An article last 1 November in the 
newspaper EL MOUDJAHID argued that any nuclear energy policy must absolutely take 
into consideration a number of parameters, such as sovereignty and nationa! de- 
fense, which are subject to developments in geopolitics, security and protection 
of the population.

MEETING BETWEEN TUNISLAN AND ALGERIAN MINISTERS

(Text) Tunie=--The 23rd anniversary of the bombardment of the Tunisian town of 
Sakiet-Sidi-Youssef,* on the Algeriac border, by French aircraft was commemorated 
Sunday 8 February in the presence of the Tunisian and Algerian prime ministers, 
Mr Mzali and Mr Abdelghani. /"A symbol of united destinies and of solidarity” 
between Tunisia and Algeria, this traditionally observed anniversary coincided 
this year with the start of a j-day official visit to Tunisia by Mr Abdelghani, 
which is a sequel to the visit made by the Tunisian head of government to 
Algiers last September. 


At the time of their first meeting, Mzali and Abdelghani decided to meet again 
periodically every 6 months in order to continue the /"frank and direct dialogue"/ 
which has gradually taken the place, in recent months, of the climate of suspicion 
which long prevailed, and to get cooperation moving again. 


Setting the pitch for the talks Monday and Tuesday in the capital, the Tunisian 
prime minister insisted at Sakiet-Sidi-Youssef on the need to /"transcend narrow 
interests"/ in order better to confront /"the challenges of colorialiem and under- 
development"./ That cooperation, desired by both sides, the bros! lines of which 
were already set forth at the beginning of last month at the meeting of the joint 
Tunisian-Algerian commission, should be carried out, in the first place, in the 
commercial and economic fields, particularly through an increase in trade which 
will be facilitated by the recent elaboration of a customs convention and by 
joint projects, principally in the industrial field. The inauguration Sunday in 
the /Sakiet-Sidi-Youssef region of an/ electric power plant connecting the 
Tunisian and Algerian networks in order to improve the electricity supply to the 





*The bombing of Sakiet-Sidi Youssef, which was located in a region where elements 
of the ALN (Algerian National Liberation Army) were billeted, took place on 

8 February 1958 and left 80 dead and 100 wounded; most of the victims, among whom 
were many children machine-gunned by the pilots, were Tunisian civilians. That 
raid, which provoked a serious crisis in French-Tunisian relations, affected 
France domestically by accelerating the process that was to lead to the crisis of 
May 1958 and the agony of the Fourth Republic. 
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border regions, the construction of which wae financed by the two countries, is a 
firet illustration of this. 


Mr Abdelghani's talks with the Tunteian leaders will aleo cover regional and 
international problems, probably with particular attention to the situation in 
Africa, evencte in Chad having made both Tunis and Alp‘ere wary.

(Text) A military communique published Saturday 7 February in 
Rabat discloses that several POLISARIO elements were killed or 
wounded in the course of 4 skirmish with the Moroccan army on 
Friday in the Khrebichet region. According to that communique, 
the Moroccan army, which lost three men in the fighting, de- 
stroyed about 10 vehicles and recovered two machine guns and 4 
considerable amount of silitary sateriel. 


POLISARIO, for ite part, hese drawn attention to new, violent 
fighting with Moroccan forces in the Rae~-el-Khanfra region, 
near the Western Sahara border. The confrontations supposedly 
took place on Thureday and Priday 5-6 February. According to 
POLISARIO, the result was the death of 213 Moroccan soldiers 
and the destruction of considerable materiel. The guerrillas 
also claim to have attacked, on 6 February, the Moroccan gar- 
rison at Bir-Angaran, in Western Sahara, causing 10 deathe and 
destroying 4 @unitions depot and etores of fuel. 


Algiere=--Under the title “An Action with Serious Consequences”, £1. MOUDJAHID die- 
cussed in an editorial on Sunday, § Pebruary the new American administration's 
delivery of OV-10 reconnaissance aircraft to Morocco and ite intention to pro- 
wide 108 heavy tanks. /"This ection”,/ the paper opines, /“augure no good for 
the stability of the northwestern region of Africa. Armes deliveries will only 
harden the Rabat regime in ite intransigence and encourage it to fan up the 
flames of the conflagration it hae started”. / 


The Algerian press devotes guch attention to the visit made by a POLISARIO deile- 
gation several days ago to several large towne in the country where popular meet - 
ings in support of the Saharan cause had been organized. Algerian leaders there- 
by want to demonstrate that, contrary to information emanating from Rabat and 
several other Arab capitals, they have no intention of sodifying their policy 

on this question. The fact that the SDAR [Saharan Democratic Arab Republic) 
figures thie year, for the firet time, on the diplomatic list put out by tie 
sinietry of foreign affaires aleo supports this. The Pront's representation in 





Algiers thus acquires the status of an embassy, The Algerians, finally, seize 
every opportunity te point owt that they have ne diepute with Mereeee and they 
are ready to help in the resolution of the Sahara conflict by facilitating « 
meeting between POLISARIO and the Rabat goverment. The sinister of foreign 
affaires, Mr Ben Yahia, just said thie again before the National Assembly. te 
denies, finally, that there was any political significance to the famous hand= 
shake at Taef between King Hasean I! and President Chadli Bendjedid, Saudi 
protoce! officials, he maintains, organised that meeting at the request of the 
sovereign. The latter extending hie hand, the chief of state could not refuse 
it, considering the sacred surroundings where they were weet ing.

Harold Brown, the defense secretary in Carter's government, once again revealed the 
real face of American imperialism and declared its true intentions rding Iran. 
In the course of this speech, Harold Brown, with the bluntness of an insatiable 
rapacious wolf, declared, in his own words, “America wants Iran!" 





Harold Brown said: 


“The liberation of the hostages, will not immediately turn Iran and America into 
bosom friends, and this situation is not tantamount to having Iran's role as a leash 
on Soviet activity in the oil-rich region of the Persian Gulf revived.” 


“America must rapidly follow up on the establishment of a rapid reaction force in 
order to protect its interests. It is necessary to expand military treaties in the 
region with countries like Arabia. We must cooperate with the countries of the Per- 
sian Gulf in order to see what is acceptable from the political standpoint.” 


The story of American imperialism and the Iranian revolution is the story of that 
rapacious wolf which ran after “convincing evidence” in order to devour its unimpaired 
bait, and finally, for the reason that the bait called wight night, which, from the 
standpoint of the wolf, is “unacceptable,” attacked and devou it. 


Yes, the rabid, rapacious dog of American imperialism wants Iran and no less. 


On top of that, America wants the whole world, although there is a long distance be- 
tween wanting and getting. It also wants Cuba, Vietnam, Laos, Kampuchea, Angola and 
so forth, but could not have them, and finally now also wants Iran, whose people and 
leader have stood aware, vigilant and decisive and wil! cause it to despair. 


The documents obtained from the American spy nest showed that before the takeover of 
the spy nest and the “taking of the hostages,” American imperialism hac eustered a!) 
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its effort and power to destroy the Ira: ‘an revolution, and Harold Brown's words now 
show that liberating the American “hostage” spies has caused no change in this ob- 
ective. The statements by Harold Brown show that “excuses” for a rapacious blood- 
hirsty being like American imperialism are endless and only the firmness and ste- 
bility of the revolution will put an end to the conspiracies and convince America

Since the Islamic Consultative Counc!) of Iran declared its logical conditions for 
the liberation of the “hostages,” about 2 months have elapsed. American imperialism, 
which, for more than a year, on the pretext of “humanitarism” and sympathy for the 
“relatives of the American hostages,” has tried to gain the support of American 
and world public opinion in order to protect its impudent intervention in Iran's

However, world public opinion, which sees nothing that is unacceptable in Iran's de- 
mands, has compelled the American government to accept the conditions, and the | ibera- 
tion of the “hostages” has assumed an inevitable form. (Let us pass over the latest 
maneuvers and acts of sabatage by American circles.) It 1s exactly in such conditions 
that Harold Brown declares that: 


“America must rapidly follow up on the establishment of a rapid reaction force, in 
order to guard its interests,” and so forth. 


The new excuse -~- which of course is not new -- is the “Soviet danger.” America wants 
an Iran whose role “as a leash on Soviet activities in the area...should be revived.” 

However, in reality, America wants an Iran toward which, like “the years of the 1970's 
and before, a flood of American arms and edvisors flowed.” Finally, America wants a: 

Iran which should be “acceptable” to it “from the political standpoint.” 


Harold Brown states that until that time, that is, the time when “relations improve,’

“must expand military treaties in the region with countries like Arabia.” In other 
words, America must try with a]! its power to destroy and crush the Islamic Repub! ic 
of Iran so that Iran will once again be converted into a military base and stage for 
plunder by imperialism, under the leadership of America.

It would seem that the views expressed above show the depth and the components of 
American plotting well enough. 


American imperialist support of the traitorous Saddam Hussein regime is not 4 matter 
that became evident today. At this time all revolutionary forces in Iran are in 
agreement that the main instigator of the Saddam Hussein regime in its attack on 
Iranian soil wae the traitorous American imperialism. Not only did American imper-

The Iraqi regime, too, has demonstrated in the past few years, to what kind of 
autonomy it adheres (0, because it i+ & © busy taplementing the eyetem of autonom, 
the Ba'thie regime had offered tue Kurds. thie is reflected in its policy of 
exhausting the Kurdish people and other non-Arab ethnic groups, iaposition of © he 
Ba'thiet philosophy on reluctant groups, and supporting the fugitive army officers 
and SAVAK members and the likes of Bakhtiare. Wo need to talk about their policy 
with regard to self-rule and autonomy. ihey have already shown that what they 
seek is not freedom and the rights of nationaliete and toiling masses but that of 
their imperialiet masters and a bunch vi broker capitalists and their dependents. 


And now, the Qasemiu group, by relying on such imperialiet circles of Zioniste, 
Ba'thiete and of the former regime, is trying to become the road-roller for the 
Zioniet's “Louis” pian (sic), the fascist Saadam, dictators of the former regime 
and, on top of them, for the big master, the American imperialists.

The sending of wew arme and officers and experte by the Ba' thiet 
regime, and the dispatching of Bakhtiar's wen to Kurdestan is for the purpose of 
keeping the revolution occupied and for causing more bloodshed and misery.

American imperialism and the regime of Saddam Hussein, using the anti-revolutionary 
groups inside the country, began sowing the seeds of discontent among people of 
Khuzestan and Kordestan from the start of the revolution, while at the same time 
they tried, through their paid agents, to arouse animosity towards the Islamic 
Republic, falsely believing that the Arabs of Khuzestan and the Kurds of Kordestan 
would prefer them to the Islamic Republic. Believing this, they thought that the 
armed forces of the Islamic Republic would not be able to withstand aggression and 
thue invaded the country.

OPERATIONS OF ANTINARCOTICS COURT DESCRIBED 
Tehran JOMMURT-YE ESLAMNT in Persian 1) Jan 61 p i2 





[Text) Yesterday morning Mr Sajjadi, representative of the 
Revolutionary Court in narcotics aatters, and aleo Mr Zargar 
and Mr Mohammadi, Religious Magistrates in the Antinarcotice 
Court, who were appointed to this job by the Revolutionary 
Court following the resignation fo Hojjatoleslam Khalkhali, 
anewered questions from reporters at a press conference in 
Qasr prison. 


Mr Mohammadi, Religious Magistrate, began by saying: After a series of studies, 
the Revolutionary Court and the Supreme Judicial Council have come to the conclusion 
that although the Special Antinarcotice Court did some very good things there 
were things done that were contrary to Islam as well and that it also created 
obstacles for people who wanted to work. During 4 number of meetings held on 
different days the Supreme Judicial Council of the Revolutionary Council decided 
firet of all that a court should not take the form of 4 special court because a 
special court is unconstitutional. These courts were considered a department 

of the Revolutionary Court, meaning that the Revolutionary Court, which deals 
with a variety of issues, has a department that is concerned with narcotics. in 
order that management not be centralised in the hands of one person and that 
there not be a dictatorship, four persons were chosen, one as the representative 
of the RevolutionaryCourt (Mr Sajjadi) and another to arrange for raids and strike 
forces with authorization ‘rom Mr Mahdavi Kani of the Central Committee. The 
Strike Porce is a separate group which is authorized by the Central Committee to 
operate throughout the country. At the present time its judicial matters in 
Section lare my own responsibility (Mohammadi) and in Section 2 those of Mr 
Zargar. Another section will be created later. If the work load is light these 
same branches will attend to the responsibilites, and if the work increases the 
sections will increase also. The four of ve © ‘%ajjadi, representative of the 
Revolutionary Court (in this department) ™ . 44, Religious Magistrate, Mr 
Zargar, Judge, and one other person from the st <:e Force became actively involved 
in this matter on 59/10/4 [31 December 1980) when we took over this place. Since 
then a review has begun of previous files and defendants. 





Concerning verdicts to be issued, Mr Mohammadi eaid: When verdicts are issued 
now, files will be carefully studied and reviewed, and they will be accurate. 
Any sentence will be served out until the final day and hour. 


Mr Mohammadi, Religious Magistrate, was asked: Wow will death sentences be 

issued, and what will be the criteria for the tesuance of death sentences’? Mr 
Mohammadi said: Fortunately, the Supreme Judicial Council hase given ue a free 
hand in this, meaning that the enactment of the antinarcotice law has freed the 
hands of judges. Article | reads, ae soon ae it ia determined that the activities 
of a person involved in smuggling are corruptive in the Ielamic Republic, that 
individual will be se: tenced to death with no whys or wherefores. We send whatever 
death sentences we wrire to the Supreme Judicial Council for ite approval. 


We now have 12 crose-examiners working 3 different shifts from 8 in the morning 
until 12 at night. Forty files come here every day and are investigated. After 
completion they come to my office. After study if the subject ise a prisoner an 
order is iseved for his detention and he is sent to the sections in the court for 
final sentencing. He added: Since the day we took over this place we have 
examined 485 different files. The Strike Committees have been active. They took 
30 kilos of opium from a truck and 25 more kilos out of a pillow. The totality 
of statistics taken ie large, and they are in existence here. We pursue our own 
work in this system of ours. 


Regarding confiscated money, Mr Sajjadi said: As was seen on television, a 
quantity of heroin was burned in a yard in the presence of representatives of 

the Prime Minister and the courts. A quantity of opium was also packaged which 

we have not yet taken. There is confiscated money in a place called the Founda- 
tion for Addicts which we will go and take in the next few days as per an agreement, 
and there are some machines and houses, the possessors of which we have not yet 
identified, and every few days people come and give addresses and we go and take 
possession of them. We work according to our regulations, but we have not received 
any cash and we have not yet taken possession of anything. 


Concerning those who were close to Mr Khalkhali (such as Mashallah Qassab) who 
committed improprieties, Mr Sajjadi was asked: Will decisions be made about 
these people? He eaid: both we ourselves and the Imam say that whoever acts in 
4 manner contrary to Islamic law must be punished. He has designated people to 
investigate these activities and a group has also been designated. There is no 
doubt of our support for them and we will firmly stop these misdeeds. We will 
vigorously pursue those who used Mr Khalkhali as a shield, who wanted to damage 
the revolution by using him, for we remember the blood of thousands of martyrs. 
We will not let them use one of Mr Khalkhali's supporters as a shield and attain 
their evil aims. We are pursuing them vigorously, steps have also been taken and 
we are following then. 


Continuing his remarks, he said: All of Mr Khalkhali's summons and arrest 
warrants and cards that were used during his time are void. None of the former 
police personnel are working here any longer. We have also announced in the 
nunicipalities that none of the former strike forces can any longer issue summons 
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or make arreate. Their orders are void. We have also given sotice to the police 
and the gendarmerie that if someone tries to do these thinge with these voided 
cards they are to be arrested and turned over to us. Mr Mohammadi, (Religious 
Magistrate) was asked about cash fines and the method of collecting them from 
defendants. We said: We suggested to the Revolutionary Court and the Supreme 
Judicial Council that all cash fines be placed in a bank account and we would 
include financial data in each file. Therefore there will be no cash fines 
whatsoever here, meaning that cash will not come here. If we levy a fine it will 
be written into the file and the text of the sentence. For example, if someone 
is fined 1 willion tumans, the court will inatruct him to deposit it in the 
account of the Supreme Judicial Council. Only the ledger will come here. Money 
will not change hands here at all. 


He then said: Clearly, we treat the prisoners well here. Conce.ning tue anti- 
amuggling campaign, Mr Sajjadi said: We will work diligently to stop their 
activities. We hope that through our day and night efforts we will be able to 
help the revolution. 


Concerning executions that are to take place, he said: 
Thirty death sentences have been handed down and sent to the Supreme Judicial 


Council. We are waiting for the result, and as soon as an opinion is issued, 
they will be executed. 


In conclusion, Mr Sajjadi said: I urgently ask that all gendarmes and sherriffs 
get equarely behind our campaign and work with us. I ask that all the press 
write articles for the people on the perils of addiction, so that these materials 
will become known to the people from a cultural standpoint.

in order to eliminate middlemen and stockpilere, 7 billion 
tials will be placed at the disposal of farmers throughout 
the country.

Javad ‘Asemipur, General Manager of the State Grain Organization, told a PARS 
correspondent: tn principle, when 4 revolution carries the connotation that 
there should be 4 changes in beliefs, morals, and economic, political, cultural 
and military changes, free independence and an Islamic republic which contains 
within it the aforementioned changes, it is necessary to adopt new policies. One 
of these policies is committed production and consumption, meaning the production 
and consumption of goode that can bring the aforementioned aims to fruition. 
Therefore our society gust agree to supplant the chaos that formerly existed in 
production and consumption and was the result of class divisions and a characteris- 
tic of a capitalist system with 4 continuing policy of committed production and 
consumption, for the human being is the aim in our revolution. Therefore, this 
human being cannot produce and consume everything. The war has revealed 4 great 
many talents that were hidden in our people and diecredited this view that we 
cannot accept the policies we have adopted. ‘Asemipur said: The State Grain 
Organization, which is responsible for providing and distributing stocks of wheat 
needed to procure the country’s bread, and keeping the war's limitations in mind, 
has been able to carry out ite eiesion up until this aonth. 


‘Asemipur added: in view of the fact that Port Imam Khomeyni is not being fully 
utilized, the Grain Organization, by using facilities at Bandar Abbas and 
considering the fact that the domestic buying season is over, in addition to 
distributing gore than 600,000 tons of grain during the three wrthe of the war, 
wae aleo able to distribute around 3 thousand war refugees and seeds needed by 
some of the provinces. ‘Asemipur said: Considering that rail freight from Bandar 
‘Abbas is not possible and at the same time that the Bandar ‘Abbas-Tehran railway 
mot pase by the organizations’ silos, this organization made it possible to 
to other points with the cooperation of the Iranian State Railroad and 
by inetalling unloading chutes along the line.

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Then ‘Asemipur added: The decision-making centers will @ostly be introduced, It 
must be said that goat revolutionary bodies, because of the nature of their work, 
are in direct relationships with the people, whe, on the other hand, due to their 
lack of continuous contact with government organisations, have not been aware of 
thie type of organisation, This tmperfect understanding has come about at 4 time

Automated Bread Production 


The General Manager of the Grain Organigation said: With the outbreak of the wai 
the Central Office of Commercial Bread in the Grain Organisation brought ites 
Cc. up to 800 tens, meaning twice the pre-war level. in the aonth of Agar 
22 Nov = 21 Dec 1980) we brought this quantity up to around 600 tons per month, 
Also, on the basie of agreements made between the automated bakery in Kerman and 
Camp Jiroft, the responsibility for providing berad to thie camp has been turned 
over to that bakery. He added: in thie way the Commercial Bread Office wae able 
to show 4 profit for the first time in the gonth of Agar [22 Now =~ 21 Dec 1980) 
and to offer a certain amount of bread for sale by erecting etalle in the city. 
‘Asemipur then discussed the matter of the continuation of silo construction, 
saying: The construction of silos has @omentarily stopped because of lisitations 
brought on by the war and the exodus of foreign contractors, but we have been 
able to continue some of our activities with the cooperation of personnel in the 
grain silo design office. It is hoped that a 100-tow silo will be ready in 
Eafahan by New Year's day. Therefore, with existing silos, silos under construc- 
tion, and storage facilities already built, we will have absolutely so probles 
building stocks of wheat. 


Extending Help to Farmers 


‘Asemipur added: During this period aany studies have been done on purchasing 
problems for this year and decision-making concerning next year's purchases. One 
of these problems was providing timely investment capital to farmers, which, 
fortunately, was done, and there will be around 7 billion riale given to farmers 
as investment capital in order to eliminate stockpilere and middlemen. The 
General Manager of the State Grain Organization said: It is requested of the 
Friday imams throughout the country that they include in their programs a request 
of central officials that they deliver their sessages to the village people. One 
of these messages is an encouragement to farmers to sell their surplus crops to 
the government. Of course, studies on purchasing problems during the previous 
year are underway so that we can remove these problems and increase domestic 
purchases. Of course, in an economy, fair economic practices in society with 

no consideration of the economies of societies which are influential in this 
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matter ia not peasible, As 4 result, considering our country's economic resources, 
traq's economy has gotten inte a sorry state, The area's reactionary countries 
are putting all their efforts tate moving provisions and supplies inte Lraq 
through non=lraqi ports. The wheat distribution situation in our country, which 
has not only fatled to diminish but has shown an increase, shows one of the aspects 
of our waremaking power. ‘Asemipur said: Since the time of Iraq's imposed war 
against iran, plane have been submitted to the Leonomic Mobilisation Staff. 

Among these plans, one gay mention 4 plan approved by the staff to build gae- 
operated bakeries in areas where bread is in short supply. Then there is 4 plan 
for an extended, detailed study of the 20 different regions of the Tehran 
municipality, with a view to the need for 4 vast area. in thie connection there 
is 4 plan under etudy to equalise facilities throughout the city. in conclusion 
‘Asemipur thanked all the workers and employees in the organization for the 

pains they have taken and he said: The State Grain Organisation and all organi- 
gations affiliated with the Ministry of Commerce have been able to continue 
carrying out their responsibilities cooperatively and smoothly even without a 
Minister of Commerce, and even under wartime limitations the production of workers 
and employees in the Grain Organiaation has increased several fold. Therefore, 
with all ite difficulties, the war has opened 4 new vista for us, and that is 

the revelation of the abilities that were hidden within the people and the flow 
we have brought about with the people during the war. it has confirmed the 

belief that the people will be the basic foundation for implementation of 
government policies.

ACTIVITIES OF MERCHANT FLEET LAUDED 
Tehran JOMHURI-YE ESLAMI in Persian 17 Jan 61 p 12 


[Text) ‘Abdol'ali 'Prfani, Chairman of the Board of Directors and General Manager 

of the Merchant Marine of the Ielamic Republic of Iran told a PARS correspondent 

in an exclusive interview: This company wae founded in 1346 [21 Mar 1967 - 

20 Mar 1968] and by the time of the revolution had attained assets totalling 

3.85 billion riale. Thies figure includes capital gains, inventory and all stock- 
holdings. He added: In the time of the idolaters, the management of this company 
wae sainly made up of foreigners. The company's fate was in their hande and nothing 
at all wae done to phase in Iranian directors. ‘Erfani said: After nationalization 
of the Islamic Republic's Merchant Marines, thie company came under the mantle of 
the Ministry of Commerce. A new organizational charter was drawn up in which 
executive activity wae divided into four departments, technical, commerce, finance, 
and administration, each with a committee and 4 council. Even now 80 percent of 

all decisions are made in these committees and councils. 


He said: In 1359 [21 Mar 1980 ~ 20 Mar 1981), for the firet time in ite history, 
the Iranian Merchant Marine acquired ite own budget, and the aim of our planning 

is to attain our goale and fulfill our responsibilities, which are teaching, 
expanding, and investing. ‘Erfani then discussed the company's activities, saying: 
In 1358 [21 Mar 1979 = 20 Mar 1980) the company's ships made 4 total of 129 
voyages, carrying 2 million tons of merchandise, but in the firet 9 monthe of the 
current year they have made 164 voyages and carried around 3 gillion tons. The 
Merchant Marines of the Islamic Republic of Iran will have handled 28 to W percent 
of all the country’s freight. Last year they handled only 12 percent. This 
increase in activity took place only because of the wholehearted cooperation of 
the employees. ‘Erfani then diecussed the vital wartime role of the merchant 
fleet, saying: At the etart of the war and the obstruction by Western countries 
concerning Iranian goods, 4 Joint Maritime Freight Compittee was formed in the 
Ministry of Commerce, and 70 percent of our shipping capacity wae allocated for 
necessary materials. We increased our shipping capacity by renting several foreign 
vessels. ‘Erfani said: Since the outbreak of the war around 50 voyages have been 
made, of which 15 percent were with foreign vessels and the remaining 85 percent 

of the ships belonging to the Islamic Republic of Iran. These ships have carried 
more than 30 percent of our necessary materiale during the war. 
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Money Saved 


lie then discussed the extent of economising measures, saying: Wartime insurance 
premiums increased astronomically at the start of the war, reaching around 9 or 10 
percent, and if the average price of 4 ship is 15 million dollars, daily insurance 
premiums would be 1.2 million tumans, The Merchant Marines of the Islamic 
Republic of Iran, however, with an orderiy plan and many efforts, have reduced the 
number of shipe in Khuninshahr [Khorramshah:]. However, two relatively medium- 
si.cd ships with capacittes of 12 thousand tone and two amall ships, each with a 
capacity of 1200 tons, were damaged in Khorrameshahr. These ships had been 

insured at very low prices on the first day of the war, and they were damaged 12 
hours before the policies expired. Through claims on this low-priced insurance 

we will receive around 20 million dollare in damages from dependable ineurance. 
With the inerease in ineurance premiums, 5 day's worth of ineurance on a ship be- 
came equal to the price of a ship, but there has not been any damage yet to ships 
belonging to the Ielamic Republic of Iran. At the outbreak of the war, Western 
countries and the superpowers applied tremendous pressure to our merchant fleet. 
They raised docking fees, and increased insurance premiums, but with systematic 
plans the Merchant Marines of the Islamic Republic of Iran guaranteed the safety of 
foreign vessels bringing goode to Iran, and we saved 6,750,000 dollare in thie way. 
Concerning merchandise that guet be brought in from abroad, 4 group went to the 
Ruropean countries, and after a great deal of discussion persuaded foreign 
companies to bring merchandise to Iran. We also saved 6 million dollars this 

way. ‘Erfani then said: The total amount saved during the war was around 

7.35 billion rials. These figures reflect gains in insurance savings, gains made 
by waiting for the opportune moment, and from damage claims. ‘Erfani then dis- 
cussed problems in the Merchant Marines of the Islamic Republic of Iran, saying: 
Concerning the unloading of Iranian cargo in non-Iranian porte of the area, the 
necessary steps have been taken with the help of the Ministry of Commerce, the 
Maritime Freight Committee, and the Ports and Shipping Organizations.

He then discussed the Merchant Marine's future plans, and said: The capacity of 
the Merchant Marine of the Islamic Republic of Iran is 500 thousand tons now, and 
gradually over the next 5 to 7 years this figure ought to reach 1 @illion, and 
hopefully 1.5 million tons. If every ship makes 3.5 voyages per year, around 

4.5 million tons of freight will be carried annually, and with an additional 3 
million tone carried by rented ships, the gerchant fleet will be responsible for 
carrying 7.5 million tons of merchandise annually. He then discussed navigational 
training, saying: tvery ship gust have 15 trained specialists sasigned to tasks 
on board. Before this organization was nationalized, out of 630 people employed 
on board ship only 99 were Iranian. The rest were hired from various Asian 
countries. After nationalization, however, out of 570 people, 219 are Iranian. 
During the next 2 years 150 or more people will be trained and added to the ranks. 
‘Erfani said: In order to fill out the ranks of trained personnel talks have been 
held with the Navy which aade use of trained people in this organization. It was 
suggested that people be sent to countries where this training is given, and also 
to train a number of people in collaboration with the Navy.

REAGAN ADMINISTRATION'S GULF POLICY ASSESSED

{Text} When Prime Minister Menahem Begin goes to Washington this spring, he will 
be received by 4 Republican administration which has resolved to protect ite hold- 
ings in the Persian Gulf and is, therefore, trying to develop 4 new strategy. 


The new Western assesement of the Persian Gulf conceals a dangerous change in the 
israeli-Arab balance of power in the Middle East. Ilserael must, therefore, come to 
Washington with clear ideas which will indicate how to prevent its diminishing 
strategic importance in the Middle East. 


The Reagan administration's “reassesement™ of ite Middle East policy has not yet 
been completed, but already 4 joint European-American objective stands out. That 
is to rely on the Saudi-Iraq-Jordan triad in the Persian Gulf (inetead of the 
Cairo-Riyadh axis). 


The ow «rd expression of thie sew Western policy in the Persian Gulf is the U.5. 
and French agreement to speed up ares shipments to Saudi Arabia and iraq while 
blatantly ignoring the continuation of the Iraq-Iran war. In the wake of the 
issuing of the first of the 60 "Mirage F-1" fighter-bombers which Iraq acquired in 
France, France's decision to provide the Iraqi air force with “Gazelle” helicop- 
ters and moveable N.M. “Rolan” gissiles intended against low-flying planes has 
become known. 


The aajority of Iraq's air force planes are scattered at various Arab airfields 
since the outbreak of war in Kugistan. Therefore, even the provision of the new 
French fighter-bombers is not likely to have an iamediate influence on the pro- 
gress of the war in Iran--in any case, not before the Iraqi pilots complete their 
training in them. Similarly, the U.S. is leaning towards supplying Saudi Arabia 
with attack equipment that it had not been allowed to do till now. 


The day after the dismissal of the transport, in January 1979, it was already 
clear that Iraq had inherited the title of gajor silitary force in the Persian 
Gulf. Four armored divisions, two divisions of armored infantry, six infantry 
divisions, about 3,000 tanks and gore than 500 planes make Iraq the only power 
capable of protecting Saudi Arabia and the oilfields. 
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The dismissal of the ailing president, «<nercai Aled Wasean Al-Bakr, and the 
appointment of Saddam Wusayn in his place, symboliaed the start of a change in 
iraq's inter=bloe policy. Without violeting ite treaty with the USSR, Saddas 
Wusayn stretched out hie hand to Saudi Arabia, and, like the strong personal rela- 
tions which existed, in their time, between President Sadat and Feisal, ruler of 
Saudi Arabia, ties were formed between Saddam HWusayn and the Saudi heir apparent, 
mir Fahd. When iraq's oi] inetallatione were hit in the attacks by the Iranian 
ait foree, and the iraqi oil exports to Burepe ceased, Saddam husayn turned to 
Saudi Arabia, and, according to instructions of the Pmir Fahd, Saudi oi] was 
directed to French ports and to other Iraqi customers. Ase a sign of appreciation 
for this gesture, France promised Iraq that it would honor ali ite obligations 
with respect to supplying arms and even instructed ite technicians te go back and 
renew the work on building an atomic reactor near Baghdad. 


This gradual change in Iraq's position stemmed directly from the Soviet invasion 
of Afghanistan. Until that invasion, the sources of of] in the Persian Gulf were 
out of reach of the USSR. From the time chat the Soviets established themselves 
in Kabul and other Afghani strongholds, all the oi] regions, including the 
Straits of Hormuc, through which 800,000 barrels of o11 are brought every hour 

to the Western world, came within the scope of possible Soviet attack. 


it appears that, like the role played by Saudi Arabia in getting the Soviet techni- 
cians out of Egypt in July of 1972, so the Emir Fahd was able to persuade Saddam 
Husayn to weaken his ties with Moscow and to strengthen his relations with Europe 
and the U.S. The outward expression of this change could be seen in the USSR's 
refusal to speed up shipments of military arms and ecuipment to Iraq following 

the outbreak of war with iran. 


This speed-up in Western supplies of arms to Saudi Arabia and to iraq is dangerous 
for Israel. The experience in Iran has proven that the local Arab armies are not 
capable of constituting an effective barrier to the Soviet expansionist goals, 

but they are capable of getting involved in regional struggles and in starting 
wars with neighboring states. In the course of the past 15 years, the Arab states 
have become embroiled in 12 armed border disputes and local wars, and 13 Arab 
rulers have been ousted during this period and some killed. 


The fact that local battles have occupied a gore important place in inter-Arab 
relations than the wars against Israel stems from Israel's ability to ssintain, 
until now, 4 genuine balance of power and to prevent explosions very often. if, 
on account of its policy of guaranteeing an uninterrupted supply of oil from 

the Persian Gulf, Europe and the U.S. decide to disturb the balance of power 
among the nations of this region, it is likely that internal explosions will not 
only disrupt the supply of oil to the industrial world but will also change the 
inter=-bloc balance in the region as a whole.

{Text} Israel gust stop being the one to carry the banner of regional opposition 
to the USSR and begin to find waye of cooperating with her. 


Ever since the establishment of the State, we have been called upon to change our 
position from a nation “dwelling alone” to a nation bound by some kind of alliance. 
Ben-Gurion hoped for 4 gutual treaty with the U.S. Others would have preferred to 
join the NATO alliance. Recently, there have been those who yearn for a regional 
pact: The United States, Israel and Egypt. 


There was never any real chance of realizing any of these ideas, but our states- 
men have never given up. They are still hoping for 4 giracle. Prige Minister 
Menahem Begin has said and continues to say that if the U.S. were to propose an 
alliance with us, he would be prepared to advise acceptance of such an alliance. 
The opportunity has not arisen for hie to do so. U.§. presidents have not proposed 
such an alliance and will sot do so with any of the nations in our region. 


Even those who regret the non-fulfill@ent of this quest for alliances can no longer 
ignore some obvious facts. Factors of time and place do not permit us to join 
together in some sort of political arrangement. But let us suppose that, contrary 
to every reasonable prediction, the U.S. were to propose a mutual pact or a triple 
alliance with Egypt. What would happen then? I believe, and ay goal in this arti- 
cle is to explain this position, that we ought not to accept such 4 proposal. it is 
not in pacts that the anewer to our existential problem is to be found. Further- 
more, it seems to me that we will achieve a stable international position and be 
able to become free of the necessity of repeated wars only if we agree to give up 
the broken reed of treaties and reach ite dialectical opposite, namely, visible 
neutrality in relation to the three great powers — the U.S., the USSR, aad China. 


The time left to us to crystallize a national policy of recognizable neutrality is 
not unlimited. Our region is explosive, and over its head hangs the danger of a 
storm. Let it be agreed and understood that the U.S. forms bilateral or auiti- 
lateral alliances for only one purpose: to take a stand or to gount 4 joint action 
against the Soviet Union. All those among us who want to form alliances know this. 





We don't have to tire ourselves out with logical analysis to prove that the great 
power, the United States, cannot alwaye use ite force even when its own national 
interests are at stake. tran and Afghanistan are close to us, and the meaning of 
events there ie quite clear to all of us. Critics of U.S. policy generally point 
to the Vietnam War and to its influence on the American climate as an outstanding 
reason for the weakness of the U.S. In facet, the Vietnam War divided the American 
fhation, tarniehed the reputation of its political leadership, and reinforced the 
traditional tendency towards isolationiam or, at least, towards distancing iteelf 
from international issues. But this internal social procese alone is not suffi- 
cient to explain the confusing behavior of the U.S. The European partners of the 
U.S. have a share in the responsibility for what has been defined as the paradoxi- 
eal weakness of the U.S. 


The U.S., after being hurt by Iran's act of piracy, turned to ite European allies 
wanting to plan a joint action to protect its interests, which, in thie case, were 
also the interests of the international community. But ite allies did not help at 
all. 





The same thing was repeated in the matter of Afghanistan. Here again, the U.S. 
could not mobilize its allies to work together in face of the clear and dangerous 
violation of international law by the Soviet Union. What is the explanation for 
the behavior of the French and West German governments? 


it can be definedin a single word: contempt. The Europeans are contemptuous of 
the United States. 


The differences among the various parties with respect to appeasement of the 
Soviets, which is recently called detente, are less deep and less sharp than might 
appear to someone observing the European scene from a distance. This move away 
from the U.S. towards @aking peace with the Soviet hegemony is shared today by 
Gaullists, Socialists and Communists -- in essence, by all of Europe. 


The Social-Democratic parties and the Presidceot of France want to save detente and 
peace in Europe. Who is threatening detente and peace? It is an interesting fact 
that no European politician argues today — even after the invasion of Afghanistan 
— that the USSR is endangering detente and peace. Schmidt's trump card in the 
recent elections was the argument that only he and his social-democratic party 
would continue detente, whereas Strauss (and his American friends) would bring 
about an end to detente and war with the Societ Union. Many Germgan voters be- 
lieved that Strauss (and his American friends) would start a war with the Soviet 
Union, and in assuring victory to Schmidt and Genscher, they proved that they 

want a continuation of the policy of appeasement towards the Soviet Union. 


Whereas Schmidt said as much indirectly, the head of the Swedish social-democrat ic 
party, Olaf Falma, said this quite explicitiy. Falma recently established, on 
behalf of the Socialist International, an international committee for security 
matters. It has a permanent secretariat in Vienna, and two Soviet representatives, 
who are USSR specialists on U.S. affairs, participate on it. 


These matters and events indicate a direction and purpose which anyone whose 
views are not prejudiced can discern. Western Europe still maintains NATO but 
it does so though under compulsion and, at the same time, appeases the Soviet 
Union and is working towards a Finalandization of Western Europe. 
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According to the Europeans, the United States has no choice but to go along with 
thie poilcy, Againet ite will, it must protect Europe. This contempt for the 
wiedom of the Americans and the certainty that the United States, willingly or 
not, must support Europe with money and blood — these are the underlying factors 
which make the behavior of the Europeans comprehensible. 


During the past 30 years, the United States has carried out the role assigned to 

ic by ite allies. But, as far as the future is concerned, I am not convinced that 
the Americans will continue to play out this role which others have written for 
them. A change in the behavior of the United Stat«s is likely to take place very 
vapidly. Afcer hie victory in the elections, Reagan wae asked if he would travel 
to Europe to meet and develop personal ties with its leaders. Reagan anewered 

that they can just as easily come here. It was as if he had said: it is important 
to understand Europe, but it ie even more important to unde stand America. Reagan 
has no inhibitions or feelings of inferiority, and top European politicians will 
have to learn 4 style of speaking which ie different from what they have been used 
to. Thie will be the first change in the interaction between the United States and 
Europe. Relations between the United States and the nations of Europe will become 
more clearly defined. Reagan's tendency to simplify things and to resdue them one 
way or another will not allow for casuistry or obtuseness. In my estimation, even 
the complex of subjects connected with NATA will be drawn up from scratch. The 
European allies will have to say things simply and understandably. Reagan's force- 
ful and combative approach will force Germany, Holland, and the other NATO nations 
to clarify for themselves and for the world whether t‘ey are still interested in 
NATO. I doubt that Reagan will accept situations which have been frequent lately 
such as the non-participation of Belgium's air force in the NATO training because 
it did not have the money for oil for its planes. If it cannot come up with this 
kind of money for training, would it be prepared for other sacrifices in times of 
need? 


The conclusion to be drawn from all this is that, in the next 10 or 15 years, we 
will see a striking change in the political situation in Europe. I believe that 
the outcome will be the same whether the Europeans manage to move away from the 
United States slowly and, at the same time, get closer to the Soviet Union or 
whether Reagan sharpens the question and hastens the answer. The President of 
France and the Chancellor of West Germany have bound themselves to a policy which 
they call detente, and nothing will influence them to change that policy. These 
developments @ust concern us. How can we approach — in thought and in deed -- 
the development of this situation’ This is the subject which calls for courage 
before the calamity. 


If we are concerned about ourselves, the undeniable conclusion of this analysis 

is that we gust stop being the flagbearer for regional opposition to the Soviet 
Union. Even gore than this, we must find ways to cooperate politically with it. 
The following happened three years ago, but it seems to have been totally forgotten 
already. The Carter administration arrived at an agreement with the Soviet Union 
about details of an arrangement which would be forced on us and on those nations 
entangled with us. Because of our opposition, the Americans backed down, and 
because of Sadat's initiative, which brought about an unforeseen turn of events 

in our region, the matter was forgotten. 
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What the United States did then, we can do now. Let us invite the United States, 
the Soviet Union, China and the Arab countries who attacked ue in 1967 to an 
international conference whose purpose will be to end the leraeli-Arab conflict, 

in all its facets, and to sign peace treaties whose fulfillment will be guaran- 

teed by the three great powers. Thies was what the Carter administration intended to 
do — to force an arrangement which would be jointly guaranteed by the U.S. and 

the Soviet Union. The only change | am proposing is that we also invite China, 

We are interested not only in a guarantee of the arrangement but aleo in the issue 
of how the guarantors, the major powers, will watch over the agreement and over 

one another. 


If we succeed in arriving at 4 broad settlement and at 4 solution for the Ieraeli- 
Arab conflict, in all ite facets, then ex post facto, we will also be easing the 
political situation for the United States in our region. This political help is 
no less significant than the strategic help which some of use are bent on proposing 
for it. The United States wante this strategic help in other places, and, as for 
us, it will be good, and undoubtedly will help us, if we become the Switzerland 

of the Middle East. We could be a nation friendly to the United States, maintain- 
ing good relations with all the nations, bent on preserving our own independence 
but not bound by treaties. This is the political goal which our national policy 
ought to work towards. We must work in accordance with anticipated developments 
and not in opposition to then.

GOVERNMENT SEEN FORMING ON WEST BANK

[Text] The writer served until recently as a consultant for Arab affaires in 
the Defense system. 


For a few years now, there has been building in the Territories of Judea and Samaria 
and, to a lesser degree, in the Gaga Strip ase well, a base for an Arab Palestinian 
political entity: a new political-national community is forming and workers insti- 
tutions and organizations are apparently established in coordination with the unfold- 
ing of a plan for the establishment of an interim state. 


The new political community is represented by bases of youth and radicals and is 
comprised mainly of the intelligentsia, the urban middle classes, members of free 
professions, and workers. it is being led, or had been led until recently, by the 
Committee for National Direction which numbers about 22 members representing politi- 
cal groups, social organizations and professional societies in Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza. 


At the center of the committee have been placed the mayors of the large cities in 
Judea and Samaria -- Bassam Shaak'ahof Nablus, Karim Kalaf Ramalla and Fahd Kwasima 
of Hebron. These have been elected, it will be recalled, in the municipal elections 
which took place in April 1976, bringing to power in most of the cities radical na- 
tionalistic personalities who identify with the PLO. Beyond this all-regional su- 
preme administration which was organized in 1978, and in addition to the municipal 
system which was elected by the Arab public in Judea and Samaria in 1976, the new 
political base is made up of many thousands of students and secondary pupils who are 
studying at about a half-dozen religious colleges and universities and in a sizable 
number of secondary and vocational schools. These constitute, without a doubt, the 
active political-radical ingredient, and serve as pioneers of the "Palestinina na- 
tional struggle” in the Territories, and the potential for the leadership and the 
administration of the future Palestinian state-entity (from their viewpoint, of course). 


Other organizations which are included in this political community and operate with 
the same goal, are women's organizations, charitable organizations, various profes- 
sional societies -- of engineers, physicians, and workers. All these make for the 
widening of the public support base in the Palestinian nationalist leadership, and 








are aided greatly by the Arab newspapers which are published in East Jerusalem and 
most of which advocate intensification of the struggle against the laraeli occupa- 
tion, and the establishment of a Palestinian state in the Territories under the 
leadership of the PLO, 


Firet Victima 


How did this political nationalist-radical and pro-PLO community develop in the Ter- 
ritories? The very existence of an Ieraeli military authority in the Territories 
over a l3-year period, even one that was liberal, caused the intensification of the 
patriotic-Palestinian solidarity among residents of the Territories and a growth of 
a new generation of radical anti-Israel youth. This and more: The progressive 
socio-economic policy of the military authority in the Territories — resulting ‘n 
full employment, modernization of agriculture, expenditures for public needs, a 

free press and social-cultural activiem, and non-interference in the development of 
higher education -- all these operated, partly and paradoxically, to accelerate the 
process of political extremism among youth. 


This policy, together with the exposure of the Palestinian society in the Territor- 
ies to contact with Israeli society and its democratic values, caused a diminuation 
of the young people's economic, political and socio-traditional dependence upon the 
conservative and relatively moderate adult generation, and placed in their hands 
sufficiently effective tools to conduct a political struggle against the Israeli 
authority which strengthened the position of the PLO in the Territories. In this 
connection it should be emphasized, that the rise in the status of the PLO in the 
Arab world and in the international community since 1974, and che parallel drop | 
the stand of Israel in the world, after October 1973 -- helped also to accelerate 
the radical process, that is: on the one hand the strengthening of the identifica- 
tion of the residents of the Territories with the PLO and on the other hand to a 
strengthening of their opposition to Israeli authority. 


Additional factors influencing the process: the security policy of the military 
authority to liquidate the terrorist-PLO mobili: ition in the Territories, which er- 
companied many arrests, dynamiting of houses, and banishment, as well as the sett le- 
ment policy of the israeli government in various zones of the Occupied Territories. 
These policy lines, and in particular the acts of settlement of Gush Emunim in Elon 
More and in the Hadassah Building in Hebron which gained the approval of the Likud 
government -- without a doubt intensified the opposition to Israeli jurisdiction in 
the Territories and widened the circle of PLO supporters among the Palestinian pub- 
lic. 


On the basis of this analysis it can be estimated that the new political community 
in Judea and Samaria and Gaza is indeed identified for the most part with the PLO, 
operates in accordance with its directives, and aspires to the establishment of an 
independent political entity under its leadership. It must even be assumed, that 
the building up or the strengthening of a foundation for an interim state in these 
Territories, including economic enterprises such as the Electric Company, were done 
with the approval, the direction of, or the coordination with, the PLO and with its 
massive organizational and financial support (this financial support, incidentally, 
also brings about a diminution of dependence on the part of the residents of the 
Territories on the Israeli military authority). 
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But despite all that has been stated above, it is possible to guess, and even to 
establish, that the identification of the public of the Territories with the PLO is 
partially lip service and stems either from its pan-Arabic and internationally re- 
cognized statue or from a fear of ite long and murderous hand which can damage those 
who refuse "to toe the line.” This, and more: it is even possible to pinpoint op- 
posing interests and potential conflicts between the PLO-Beirut leadership and a 
goodly portion of the political public in the Territories, including its leaders, 
and certainly among other strata of the public, 


Firstly, in opposition co the PLO-Beirut leadership, which still aspires to the de- 
struction of Lerael as a state, the majority of the public in the Territories has a 
vital interest in co-existence with Ist ol, even if it is dissatisfied with the fact 
of the establishment of the State. Many Palestinians in the Territories indeed fear 
that they and their assets will be the first victims in a new military struggle be- 
tween strong Israel and a Palestinian state under the leadership of the PLO, which 
is apt to convert to a base for attack or harrassment against Israel. Quite a few 
of them differ (albeit not publicly) with the PLO-Beirut people whose origins are 

in the Galilee, Haifa, Lydda, Ramalla, Jaffa and the south — and not on the West 
Bank, and who are apt to wreak havoc on the majority of the Palestinian public by 
reason of their uncompromising aspirations to return to their holdings within Israel 
itself, 


Secondly, various political leaders in Judea, Samaria and the Gaza Strip, who are 
interested in continuing to lead the public in the Territories and to maintain sen- 
ior status in the new political system, fear for their position in the future if the 
Beirut-PIl0 dominates. Thirdly, broad circles in the Territories have an economic in- 
terest in a continuation of contacts with Israel — although not under its domination 
— since these economic relations have brought unprecendented prosperity to workers, 
farmers, businessmen and others. 


Fourth, various sectors on the West Bank are interested in maintaining close ties 
with Jordan, where there are many relatives of West Bankers, and some even have a 
political identification with the Kingdom of Jordan and quite a number of them are 
connected to Amman with economic interests. 


Root interests 


In this connection it should be noted that even the Kingdom of Jordan itself has econ- 
omic, political and strategic interests and historical-ideological motives in renew- 
ing control over the West Bank, and in preventing the establishment of a Palestinian 
state in these areas. That is why Jordan has continued through these 13 years to 
funnel funds to institutions, organizations and persons on the West Bank, and in ex- 
tending influence by meuns of the municipal system in its section by means of chanm- 
bers of commerce as well as through supervision over the system of matriculation ex- 
aminations and the administration of resident registration on the West Bank. Jordan 
even maintains contacts, and at times fosters relations with most mayors who are 


identified with che PLO (and these usually respond) apparently through considerations 
that under certain circumstances it will be possible to make them partners to a pol- 
itical agreement on the status of the West Bank. 


These considerations, regrettably, have not recently characterized the policy of the 
State of Israel which is unaware of the gap between the ideological positions -- the 
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publicly pro=PLO position of the national leadership on the West Bank, and the root 
interests of that leadership and the Palestinian community in the Territories to 
create a syatem of co-existence with Israel, True, these leaders and most of the 
Palestinian political community in Judea, Samaria and Gaza aspire to the establish- 
ment of an independent Palestinian state in these regions, and some of them antici- 
pate that the PLO will lead thie state. But this community and its leaders would per- 
haps be satisfied with alternative appropriate and honorable solutions, were such to 
be proposed, and were it to be made clear repeatedly and unequivocally that within 
the foreseeable future, although not for always, it will not be able to concretize 
its aspiration to establish an independent entity by reason of the fear of a majority 
of the Israeli public that such an entity would endanger the security and perhaps the 
very existence of the State of Israel. Such alternative solutions are *pc to be ei- 
ther full autonomy as provided for in the Camp David Agreements or a po’itical agree- 
ment with Jordan regarding the West Bank, by means of a territorial or functional 
partition or within a federated framework. 


As is known, the Likud government rejects in principle and in practice any arrange- 
ment with Jordan on ideological grounds as well as for security considerations. But 
at the same time the model of the autonomy regime which Mr Begin proposes for the 
Palestinians in the Territories is not acceptable as a tolerable alternative soiu- 
tion even by the most moderate elements in the Territories, since it lacks autono- 
mous political power and is perceived by those elements as a means of annexation of 
the Territories by Israel. In this manner the Government of Israel is sealing off 
alternatives to a political solution in the areas of Judea, Samaria and Gaza, and 
thereby intensifying the political opposition and the nationalist-Palestinian solid- 
arity, and impelling realistic and a-political bases to the side of the extremis' 
PLO camp. 


As a result of this the Government of Israel is forced to confront a nationalist Pal- 
estinian community which is consolidating increasingly and establishing a foundation 
for an interim state, with the approval of the PLO and with wide international sup- 
port. There is no doubt that the government, through the IDF, is capable of main- 
taining effective military control in the Territories and to frustrate violent socia) 
activism, but there is great doubt that by means of superior military force and a 
pedantic security policy will it be possible for any extended period to check the 
development of a nationalist movement and to divert its directions. The Palestinian 
problem in the Territories is not exclusively militarv-security, but rather mainly 
political - strategic, and along this route an attempt should be made .5 contest it.

WEST BANK LEADERS SEEK NEW REVENUE SOURCES

[Text] The need for financial support of the Arabs of Hebron, Nablus, Dura and An- 
vata, for example, had already come into tcing during the first months after the 
Six-Day War. With the passing of years, the methods of collecting funds improved. 
Two particular factors aided in the creation of dependence upon outside Arab sources: 
The extended presence of the military authority in the region, and the inability of 
the authority to meet all of the economic problems requiring a solution. 


A situation was created in which every public representative who demonstrated ini- 
tiative and kn: #« how to "sell" the community or the institution he represents, gain- 
ed generous subsidy and public support. Others were forced to make do with the 
little that they acquired from the military authority. 


Thus, the economic system in the occupied territories became distorted until a need 
arose for the institution of some kind of order in the distribution of the financial 
subsidy to the local authorities and to the public institutions in Judea and Samaria. 
The mayor of Tul Karm, Hilmi Hanun, was the first to learn that it would be worth- 
while to stimulate the idea of ... the United Jewish Appeal in order to funnel funds 
into the municipality. 


Tacit Approval 


The attempt to activate an Arab Appeal for the Arabs of East Jerusalem and the West 
Bank was not easy for the mayors, such as Elias Freij of Bethlehem, and Karim Khalaf 
of Ramalla. They knew that the imposition of limitations upon them in this field 
would be tantamount to the restriction of the political arena in which they wished 
to function. 


Their reconciling themselves with the Appeal was expressed by tacit approval of the 
existence of the joint commission for Jordan and the PLO. This arose for the pur- 
pose of establishing order in the area of subsidy for the Arabs of East Jerusalem 
and the Occupied Territories to set up political supervision of the Arab personages 
in the Territory, and to restrict the movements of the Jordanian Authority in the 
region. 


In less th na year, reality demonstrated that the commission did not fulfill the 
principal espirations which its founders had expected of it. The existence of a 
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“general fund” was net to the liking of the rulers of the petroleum princedomes who 
wefe ite fain contributors They preferred the direct contact with fecipients of 
the subsidy, The Jordanian authorities, On the eontrary, They knew how to derive 
the afeatest advantage from the existence of the commission, and did with it what= 
ever theif spirit meved them to de, 


Total Silence 


Today, the commission is almost tetally silent, Were it net for the matter of the 
Arab Electric Company, it would net have any seetings, 


The central personages and peaple of influence in Bast Jerusalem and on the Weat 
hank have no interest at all in the existence of the commission, They know that 
only benefit will aeerue to them if it is diemantied, Even the loyalists of King 
Husayn would prefer silence, They hope to gain from two sources of subsidy without 
any coordination between the two, 


Nabulus is the firet city which has already drawn the conclusions from the new situ- 
ation, and has begun to be concerned about ite affairs. The wounding of the mayor 
Baseam Shak'ah provided the Lil ‘an authorities with a comfortable pretext to pro- 
claim the granting of a subsidy to the largest and movi important of the cities of 
the Weet Bank. By this move they diminished the stature of the Jordanian-PLO Conm-

Security elements in the region argue that they were prepared fo: this kind of de- 
velopment. Except that in addition to providing for the vital needs of the local 
Arabs, and keeping an eve on what is going on in the territory, they have establiat: | 
unequivocally: funds rom PLO sources sav not be brought in. 


This regulation is difficult to monitor, even though those who decided upo.. it argue 
that they hawe the wherewithal to know what is the source of every amount that comes 
in to Judea and Samaria, and according to them they have already proven to \rab pub- 
lic people that they indeed do know, 


Paveout taetruction« 


This supervision i« not meaningful for Arab public figures. They argue that the PLO 
does not have ite own money and that the subsidy emanating ftom it has it® source in 
the oil princedoms. What is likely to happen is that the PLO will determine to whom 
and how @uch to pav, and pavout instructions will come from Qatar, from Abu Dhabi, 
from Algeria and from iraq. 


But there are also other ways to overcome the Israeli security elements. Support 

can be acquired from the Moslem Supreme Council, which has @any assets in the region, 
whose status is very great among the Arab nations, and which is quartered in East 
jerusalem, that is to eav, bevoend the jurisdiction of the military authorities. 


It ie aleo possible to found public agencies for the purpose of transfer of funds to 
the Occupied Territories, and by this means to implement the payout instructions of 
the PLO leadership. In every country there is a nucleus of “emigres of the West 
Bank.” who will be prepared to take on thie assignment.

INTEREST SHOWN IN SURVEY OF ECYPTLAN INTELLECTUALS

[Text] “Peace is signed by leaders, but is established firmly only by nations.” 
This ancient and simple adage also applies to the Leraeli-Arab peace treaty, and ex- 
plains the interest and emotionalism with which we are following the developments in 
Egyptian public opinion, That is the trouble, that the information ie fragmentary 
and not necessarily authentic — it is enatched from a presse which is under severe 
government scrutiny, from random impressions of visitors, and the like. And as for 
public opinion polle <= those are almost non-existent in the Arab countries, 


There is, consequently, interest in the first public opinion poll of its kind to be 
released recently in the monthly AL-MUSTAQBAL AL-'ARABI which is published in Beirut. 
Its author, Dr Walid Salim al-Tamimi, tested a sample of 1,600 university graduates 
of Egyptian, Palestinian, Syrian extraction, and those of the Persian Gulf (Kuwait, 
Saudi Arabia, the Emirates and Bahrain) who reside temporarily or permanently in 
Kuwait, and sought to determine their positions with regard to the peace treaty and 
ite implications. The questions were carefully framed, and for additional reliabil- 
ity the sampling included control groups also. 


The sampling is, in fact, principally of Arabs residing outside of their countries 
of birth; however, since persons moving to Kuwait do not do so generally for polit- 
ical reasons but rather for 4 livelihood, and inasmuch as a significant number of 
those remain for only a limited time and almost all regularly visit their countries 
of origin — there is here an indicator (limited, yet interesting, by reason of ite 
quantitative character) of the public opinion in their native lands. This is, of 
course, not an indicator of public opinion in general, but instead of the classe of 
intellectuale which the experience of the past } vears has shown to be, even in 
Eeyvpt iteelf, a moet difficult nut to crack relative to Israel. 


The data on the Egyptian intellectuals who were surveyed -- who are, however, it 
should be remembered, exposed to the Kuwait communications media, all of whom are 
hostile to the peace treaty — confirmed this impression regarding rigid «tands. 


To the question: “What is the gost appropriate solution, under existing conditions, 
to the Palestinian problem?” only about one-tenth of the Egyptians responded, “Auton- 
omy as defined in the Camp David agreemente;” 7 percent “A Palestinian state linked 


to Jordan;” 26 percent “Overall liberation of Palestine;"” and 57 percent “An inde- 
pendent Palestinian state (side by side with Ierael).” 








To the question: “What ate the most appropriate means for restoration of the legal 
rig of the Palestinian Nation?" 28 percent of the Egyptians anewered "by force;" 
21 percent “by peaceful means;" and 46 percent “a combination of both means.” 


On the issue of Jerusalem about two-thirds supported return of all of it to Arab 
eontrol, about one-quarter supported internationalization and one-tenth dividing it 
anew, Things are different regarding the leraeli-Egyptian peace treaty, Sixty-one 
pereent of the respondents defined it as “positive” to one degree or another, but 
on the matter of recognition of Lerael only 37 percent anewered in the affirmative. 


Although the peace treaty, therefore, enjoved the support of most of the intellec- 
tuale queried, on the Palestinian issue generally, and even on the question of re- 
cognition == and by implication, apparently, on issues of normalization as well <= 
the picture is not rosy. It should also be noted that supporters of the peace are 
considerably Limited: a mere 12 percent saw it as “very positive” and 49 percent 
as “somewhat positive." 


The absolute data in and of themselves are not important in this connection, but 
also the comparison among natives of the various countries. Here it would appear 
that the Egyptian intellectuals are more flexible and peace-loving than their breth- 
ren, although perhaps not to a degree which would satisfy us. 

Dr al-Tamimi, who apparently tends to the “rejectionist front,” was so deeply im- 
pressed by these findings that he devotes a great deal of space to attempts at ex- 
plaining them: the lack of a geographical connection with Palestine such as the 
Syrians have; an awareness of the heavy price that they paid for the ware with |! 
rael, lack of any in-depth education on the issues of the conflict even during the 
Nasser era. Whatever one's viewpoint regarding his explanations <-- which for the 
most part are an attempt to prove that there are prospects for the opponents of 
peace in Egypt — it still remains a fact and its inconvenience to the investigator 
(who apparently did not foresee it) adde authenticity to it. Thus, for example, 

on the issue of the peaceful solution to the Arab-Israeli conflict: the ?1 percer 
supporters among the Egyptians should be comparec with the one percent of those in 
favor of it among the Palestinians and the 6 percent among the Syrians. 


As regards the 37 percent of the Egyptians who are prepared to state openly that 
they are in favor of recognition of Israel -- and thie while being in a country he« 
tile to the peace treaty -- should be held uo against the finding that ret a eing ls 
Palestinian or Syrian of those queried are prepared to recognize us. (And inciden- 
tally, an interesting finding: 17 percent of the intellectuals from the Persian 
Gulf answered this in the affirmative.) 


On the matter of Jerusalem there were no significant differences, which stems appar- 
ently from the Islamic sensitivities on the matter; for, in answer to the question 
“What is the ideology which should determine policy on the issues of the conflict -- 
44 percent of the Egyptians answered: “Religious ideology” (as against 19 per-ent 
who responded “Pan Arabienm,” for example. 


Wwe have no earlier surveys for comparison in order to determine the development over 
4 period of time, but there is a somewhat encouraging indication in that the Egypt- 
ian intellectuals move -- although at a rate which is still unsatisfactory — to a 
more constructive approach to the issues of the Israeli-Arab conflict. it is reason-

Yet, there 
ia no doubt that 4 change in positions will be a very long process and will require

in conelusion: An interesting finding == surprising and confusing to the conductor 
of the tnvestigation «= came te light on the question of the attitude toward the 

PLO in all of the groups queried: Te the question: “De you see the PLO a8 the rep- 
resentative of the Palestinian nation?” only about half of the Palestinians, Syrians 
and Persian Gulf natives anewered that they see in it an exclusive representative; 
and about one-quarter of the Eayptians agreed with thie opinion, About 40 percent 
of the members of the three latter groups (and two-thirds of the Eavptiane saw in

[Text] Dr Yowef Burg, minister of the Interior and the Commissioner of the Haifa 
District, Yeshayahu Barzel, have approved the formation of a city planning commission 
common to the two villages, Dalit al-Carmel and ‘Usafiya. This will be the first com- 
mission of ite type in the Druge sector and the fifth commission of its type in the 
Arab sector. 


The function of thie commission is to plan construction in both villages and to ap- 
prove construction permits. Every building erected without the authorization of the 
new comission, will be considered an illegal building and wil! be demolished. 


The new commission is comprised of seven members who will be headed by the Haifa Dis- 
trict Officer. It will be housed in 4 government building and a building engineer 
will maintain its offices. 


GADNA [Youth Battalions! for Druge Girlie 


The Labor and Social Betterment Ministry, in cooperation with the Professional Sec- 
tion of the Working and Learning Youth Federation, have opened a school for Druze 
girl trainees. To date, 60 young women who are employed by various sanufacturing en- 
terprises have registered. 


In thie new echool, the Druge girls will for the first time get GADNA instruction to 
be conducted by female soldiers serving in the IDF. 


Svimming Instruction 
The Ministry of Education and Culture has decided to introduce swimming instruction 
to the curriculum of the Druze schools effective January, 1981. The instruction wiil 


be given to pupile of grades 5,.6,7,8,9. 


The inetruction will take place in heated pools and the local jurisdictions will bear 
the round-trip transportation costs.

The secretary of the Dalit al=Carmel Workers’ Council has applied by letter to the 
acting secretary-general of Histadrut, Yisrael Keysar, and requested establishment 
of a Histadrut Berough in Dalit aleCarmel, the largest of the Druge communities in 
the country, 


Among other things, the retary notes in hie letter that in Dalit al-Carmel there 
are ten factories employing a total of over 1,000 workers, all organized by Labor 
contracts and that “the local Workers’ Couneil fosters friendship and brotherhood 
contacts among Jews and Druze.” 


The secretary proposes establishment of a Histadrut Borough in the village where, 
under one roof, all of the local Histadrut inatitutionsa will be centered -= the Pen- 
sion and Insurance Funds, the Na'amat Club, the Youth Club, the Demobilized Service- 
men’s Club and various offices. In the opinion of the secretary contributions can 
be solicited for establishment of the Borough. 


We note that in the Druze sector there are today three workers’ councils <= in Dalit 
al-Carmel, in ‘Usafiva and in the Galilee -- which are housed in rented quarters, 
inappropriate for their purpose. 


"Druze Month" 


Within the context of the Histadrut celebratio wmmenmorate 60 years of its ex- 
istence, there was a meeting at Abu-Seanan village in the western Galilee in which 
Druze and Jewish activists participated. It was decided at the meeting to proclaim

‘Interview with Llyas al-Hirawi, Minister of Public Works; Date and Place 
not Given: "Fatah Held Responsible for Disturbing Relations between Zahlah 
and the Deterrent Forces; Al-Hirawi Says, ‘The Road to Palestine is Not 
through al=<-Biga’ and Zahlah; it Is Not in Syria's Interest To Have an 
Explosive Situation Close to Its Borders’ "| 


‘Text! tLlyas al-Hirawi, the minister of public works and representative 
of the Assembly of independent Maronite Deputies in the administration 
does not speak well about politics because he is frank, clear and direct. 
Ne calls thines as he sees them without emotionalism and without angering 
anyone. 


He save, “People sav | am a tarmer from Zahlah. This is true, but | am 
most certainly loval, and | know where | am going and how to conduct 
myself.” 


The minister who comes to the administration for the first time conducted 
himself like a well-seasoned politician during the bloody events of 

Zahiah. He plaved a basic role that led to the cessation of the fighting 
with the least possible losses. This is because he knew where to turn; how 
to negotiate and to maneuver; and what method to use. His actions vere 
based on “faith in the unity of Lebanon and its institutions and [on the 
conviction! that no cause is solved by violence.” 


Al-Hirawi is accusing the Fatah organization of disturbing Zahlah': good 
relations with the Arab deterrent forces “through excesses, obirus: ons 
and interventions in which they had no business.” Ve says, “We've heard 
enough in the past about the fact that the road to Jerusaiem passes 
through Juniva> because the road to Palestine does not pass through 
al-Biga’ and 7ahiah. These methods do not serve the Palesrinian question; 
they rather increase the resentment against the Palestinians “ 


The minister is warning that incidents are Seing prepared for al-Sigqa’ and 
7Zahilah bewond the soreading of rumors and news that would serve the our- 
pose of partition and division and after the forced emigration plan is 
completed. The sinister believes that deliverance will come about through 
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Zahlah's affirmation of its lawful aspece, ies faith in lawfulness and 
(its commitment! to stay away from strugales. "We will make an effort to 
restore the tranquillity that hae bees lost recently. Bue if we fail in 
remedying [the situation, we would know that] the conspiracy whose 
implementation in Lebanon had been planned was in progress." 


Along with this affirmation that celations between Zahlah and Syria and 
the Arab deterrent forces were good, al-Hirawi was announcing that the 
Syrian forces had never been a police force in Zahlah. He appealed to 
the forces "to become in fact the levful potice force and to preven’ the 
disturbance of the atmosphere." 


Al-Hirawi wonders about Syria's interests if incidents were to occur in 
Zahlah, which is only 18 kilometers from the Syrian borders. He says, "If 
Syria stands to benefit from an explosion near its borders, why then are 
we renewing the term for its troops in Lebaron?” 


The text of the interview follows. 


(Question!) You have played an important role during the recent events 

in Zahlah. You stayed on top of the events, and this led to the restora- 
tion of tranquillity and peace to [the town). What are the steps that must 
be taken to avoid a repetition of what happened” 


‘Answer! I was hoping that we not discuss the Zahlah incidents because 
they are extremely unfortunate. | will sav this about what is being said 
about the fact that | plaved a role: ' did my duty as a citizen from 
Zahlah, first; as a deputy for this region, second; and third, as a 
minister in the government. I had to take this action because of my 
earnest concern for the Lebanese interest as a whole and, accordingly, 
for the city of Zahlah and for al-Biqa'. The security of Zahlah is the 
security of al-RBiqa', and the security of al-RBiqa' is the security of 
Lebanon even though some people under these circumstances want to divide 
these security issues. Although we are rot from Zahlah and our political 
affiliation is with the Assembly of 'ndependent Maronite Deputies, our 
basic principles are those of ‘championing! the unity of the land, the 
people and the inst tutions of Lebanon and supporting the lawful eovern- 
ment as much as possible. 


The role | plaved in Zahlah stemmed from this spirit and from this affilia- 
tion. ft am one of those who believe that nove of the Lebanese questions 
can be treated with violence, but that they can rather be settled) with 
wisdom ond deliberation. I do not think that any schemes are being 

contrivy d against the city of Zahlah and i's residents if the city's orot - 
lem is treated with deliberation and wisdom. Wht happened was a summer 
cloud because the Arab deterrent forces, which are presently represented 
by Syrian forces only, were on good terms with the people of “ahiah. These 
good relations were disturbed recently by the excesses, obtrusions and 
inte*ventions in questions they should not meddle in and which did disturb 
and sre still disturbing the atmosphere in Lebanon. 








When some of the forces of the Fatah organization set out to talk about 
Zahlah and to support whomever they support, | think that such action 

is one of the rights of the people of Zahlah and one of the rights of the 
people of Lebanon and not one of Fatah's rights. We've heard enough in the 
past about the fact that the road to Jerusalem begins in Juniyah. At 
present the Fatah forces are trying to make al-Biqa' and especially Zahlah 
the starting point for the return road to Palestine. Therefore, | say to 
those whose cause we have supported ever since it came into existence and 
1 say to those whom we've welcomed on Lebanese land, to those from whose 
excesses we are still suffering: 1 do not think that their cause is served 
in these ways and by these excesses. If these ways were intended to 
generate regional hatreds, and (1 add] with Arab candor, to keep their 
voices heard throughout the media, behaviors such as these are not and 
will not be the proper road that will lead to Palestine. These behaviors 
will rather increase the rancor and the irritation with their cause which 
is sacred in our view, but whose remedy is not beneficial for Lebanese 
territory. 


1 am appealing to the people of Zahlah and al-Biqa' to adorn themselves 
with farsightedness for what is being contrived against us within these 
struggles. | am appealing to them to keep Zahlah, the capital of al-Biqa', 
the city of peace, not the city of agitation. (1 am appealing to the 
people of Zahiah and al-Biqa'| to keep the slogan of the lawful govern- 
meat. They have had a history with this slogan ever since the beginning of 
President Sarkis's administration. The constitutional oath was taken in 
al-Rigqa’'. lt was in al-Biga’ where the term of the speaker of parliament, 
Speaker “Wamil al-As'ad, was extended. Hence it becomes evident that our 
support of the lawful government is a matter of faith and fact and not 
only verbal support. This is what we want all the factions on Lebanese 
territory to understand. (We want! all of us to strive to maintain the 
cohesiveness in al-Piqa' which had manifested its utmost splendor during 
the last 5 years. 


Ve want those with ulterior motives who are spreading rumors and innuendos 
about what is happening in Zahlah to accept our invitation to visit the 
city and to see with their own eves that everything that is being rumored 
about the city’ is false and fabricated. 


ts the Lawful Government Capable?’ 


‘Ouestion) You are appealing to the people of Zahlah and al-Biaqa' to 
consider the lawful government tteir only protector. Do you think that 
the lawful government is capable in its present condition of reassuring 
the people about the present and the future?’ 


Answer Even though the lawful government is not capable of giving every 
Lebanese citizen what he aspires to from the government, it is the unity 
of the people of the country and the understanding among Lebanese citizens 
that strengthen the lawful government. The lawful government cannot by 
itself become an ac ive agent without the desire of the Lebanese people. 





What we are calling for is a unitied will so we can oppose all the plans 
that have been and are still being devised against Lebanon until this 
hour. If the Lebanese will lacks 4 consensus, let us say it quite frankly, 
there will be no Lebanon! 


Question!) Regarding what you mentioned about Fatah in particular and 
about the Palestinians in general, ca. an understanding about that watter 
be guaranteed if it is presented to ' 1e Council of Ministers? 


‘Answer! Everyone knows the difference between what is being said pub- 
licly by the Lebanese citizens and what is being said in private sessions. 
| think this is no longer a secret. There are groups that are undergoing 
pressure which have not yet been able to say what they want to say openly. 
Mut among these groups .here are those who spoke openly and who stated 
what Lebanon wanted to have. 


If this is presented to the governmenc, will the government want to 
minimize its importance and its lawfulness”? | do not think so. The state- 
ment with which the prime minister concluded the parliamentary discussions 
was candid and plain. Ne wanted security for all of Lebanon. “4e wanted to 
work for every spot in Lebanon. He did not separate one region from 
another, not even in the practical sense. When I took over the Ministry of 
Public Works, I did not say | came to work for one region anc not the 
other; | said 1 will work for all of Lebanon. So far this has been the 
policy I've practiced in my ministry. There are numerous helpless groups 
that have not vet been able to speak with candor, but the time must come. 
even though this may be dangerous to people's lives, for us to speak with 
candor and to proclaim what we believe because there is a difference 
between faith and candor. I think chat all of us believe in what I am 
savine. 


An Action Plan in Zahlah 


Ouestion! You've said that if the situation in 7ahlah were treated wit 
sincere intentions, we would inevitably reach the solution that would make 
7Zahlah the capital of al=-Siqa'’ and the gathering point for all the resi- 
fents of al=-Biaqa'. What plan of action would you suggest for those in 
7Zahlah and outside 7ahlah to guarantee the city's stability and neutrality’ 


Answer I will begin mv reply where you ended your question, that is, 
with the word, neutrality. [Its neutrality on whom? On the lawful govern- 
ment? On Lebanon’? On the struggles that are presently taking place on 
Lebanese territory’? We don't want Zahlah to be neutral; we rather want it 
to be a front for what we believe in and tor what the Lebanese people 
believe in; that is, we want it to be! a front for the lawful government. 
When I say this, | am appealing to all the groups on Lebanese land--the 
Lebanese and the non-Lebanese--and I am asking them to ston toving with 
the security of Lebanon, and especially the security of Zahlah and 
al-Bfiga’. 








There are those who believe that (certain! groups can protect them from 
other groups. We in al-Biqa’ are quite confident that there is no dispute 
among the citizens of al-Biqa', especially since we believe in democracy 
and we are people of conviction whose parties had been authorized by the 
Ministry of the Interior to practice their democracy, which must not be 
the democracy of weapons. | do not want to take away anyone's rights, 

but there are groups on Lebanese territory, especially in al=-Biqa', that 
have relationships outside the country. Le is these relationships that 
induce these groups to carry out some of those actions that violate the 
laws and force Zahlah or any town other than Zahlah into a security crisis 
we do not need. | would say more about the dilemmas of forced emigration, 
partition, partisanship and sectarianism. 


After the painful Lebanese events, after the Arab deterrent forces entered 
Lebanon and after the Syrian troops entered al-Bigqa', we no longer thought 
that the security of al-<Siqa' was in danger. But what is happening at 
present should make every Lebanese citizen, especially citizens in 
al-Biqa' and in Zahlah, think and ask [the following question!: How far 
will we go? What do we envision for our future in al-Biqa'? LI, who have 
not been part of any alliance, say quite frankly that I don't know what is 
the destiny. Nevertheless, | am striving along with all the faithful to 
bring this region back to its former state. Will we be successful or not’ 
I believe that he who follows the trail will reach his destination. There- 
fore, we will continue our meetings and our contacts until we do save this 
region because it is the only place or the only agricultural storage house 
where food for all the Lebanese regions can be stored. 


At present there is not enough reassurance in al=-Biqa', in Zahlah and 
in their surroundings to safeguard the citizen's freedom to go to work. 
But we will strive, confident that we will reach a solution unless the 
schemes that are being contrived against us are much greater than we 
think.

‘Question Much has been said about the question of security in Zahlah.

They came to Zah!lah because of circumstances «e experienced 3 months ago 
when fighting occurred--and | am not saying tr.t the fights were 
internal--from abroad with the people of Zahlah. The Syrian troops came in 
small numbers. Sriefly, they ‘consisted of | three »adblocks that stood to 
help the intersal police forces, represented by the gerdarmes, preserve 


tre peace. 








Atter the recent events it became evident to these troops after peace 

Was established that there was no longer an) reason for them to stay in 
Zahlah as there had been in the past. So they lefe the city. They are now 
‘atationed!) ac the entrances to the city and on the international roads 
from (Shatturah) to Ba'labakk,. 


With regard to the internal self-administered police, | think chat it will 
be evident to anyone who was associated with the events of Zahlah that the 
police forces, represented by the Lebanese gendarmes, were not derelict in 
their duty. If we were to invite vou to visit Zahlah today, you will see 
that these forces are performing their duties in the best possible way. 
Government offices in Zahlah comprise not only residents of Zahlah, but 
also all citizens of Lebanon from Lebanon's numerous families. Last week | 
wondered if the civil servants from Zahlah were performing their duties in 
the government offices or not, and it turned out that all the civil 
servants were reporting to work just as thev had been doing in the past. 


What is being rumored and said about this and other subjects in Zahlah 

is an indication that intentions are not good on the part of some groups 
which claim that taxes are being imposed on citizens. Those people 
advocate that government offices be moved out of Zahlah. This is something 
that we would never accept since what we believed in in the past and the 
citizenship we have been taught call upon us to say, “Come to Zahlah and 
see for yourselves what i. happening there.” 


‘Question] As responsible citizens and deputies, what plans do you have 
to face the evil schemes to which vou referred so as to save Zahlah and 
forestall the disruption of security in the country, beginning with Zahlabh’ 


Answer’) What has occurred in Zahlah recently calis upon the son of 
Zahlah to do his dutv; and this is what I've done. To forestall those 

to whom you have referred, the factor of fear must first be removed from 
the heart of the resident of Zahlah. We do not want to set up a seit 
administered police in Zahlah. We are opposed to that. We want the lawful 
government to have its police, and we will work hard to get rid of the 
fear that has taken hold of many of the groups in Zahlah during the recent 
events. We will trv to pursue the course of peace with the Svrian ‘forces, 
and | am savine this with total frankness. The negotiations we have 
reached with their representatives were only set up by the residents of 
Zahlah and bv those who are responsible for the Svrian troops for the 
purpose of achieving peace. It was a summer cloud that cime over the city 
on a dark night. There had not been a prior understanding to prevent it. 
If we continue on the course that we have begun and if we benefit from the 
Svrian understanding of Zahlah's situation, I think that we will achieve 
the tranquillity and the reassurance to which we aspire, not only for the 
city of Zahlah, >but also for all al=-Biqa’. 


And here | must extend a word of thanks to the Svrian troops that helped 
us deliver ourselves from this oredicament. Accordingly, I appeal to them

Of this amount 112,097,000 Lebanese pounds were the cost of 
Lebanese goods, and 124,900,900 Lebanese pounds were the cost of goods of 
foreign origin. 


Unlike 1979, the ratio of goods of foreign origin that are re-exported 
to Saudi Arabia ~ose over that of Lebanese goods. 


Exports to the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia declined by about 182 million 
pounds, that is 43.6 percent. There was a decline of 106 mi)! f 
Lebanese goods, that is 51.4 percent: and a decline of about ‘llion in 
goods of foreian origin, that is, 37.3 percent. It was noticed Chat this 
decline took place in the latter half of last year. 


Syria came second ‘in the List of importers); its imports amounted to 

114 million Lebanese pounds: 81 million for Lebanese goods and 33 million 
for goods of foreign origin, a ratio of 22.2 percent. Lebanese exports to 
Syria declined by ° sillion pounds from 1979, whereas exports of goods of 
foreign origin increased by about 18 million pounds. 


Jordan maintained its third position in the List of importers. The value 
of goods exported to it amounted to 66,616,000 Lebanese pounds, that is 
13 percent. Of this amount, 52 million were for Lebanese goods. Jordan's 
imports declined by 98 sillion Lebanese pounds. 


Exports to Egypt, which occupied fourth position in 1979, declined from 
35 million Lebanese pounds to 498,000 pounds last year. 
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lt was replaced by lraq, which jumped from fifth place, with imports amoun- 
tine te 41,826,000 Lebanese pounds: 77.2 percent of these goods were 
Lebanese goods. iraq's imports rose by 9,523,000 Lebanese pounds over 

1979, 


North Yemen was fifth (on the list of importers). The value of its imports 
amounted to 15,400,000 Lebanese pounds; only 17.8 percent of the goods 
were Lebanese. North Yemen increased its imports (from Lebanon) last year 
by about ®% million Lebanese pounds. 


The Libyan Jamahiriyah jumped from ninth place to sinth with an increase 
in imports of 10 million pownds. Libya imported goods worth 14,198,000 
Lebanese pounds; 99.) percent of these goods were Lebanese goods. 


Kuwait fell back to seventh place, with the volume of exports to it 

deci ining by } million Lebanese pounds. Of the goods exported to Kuwait

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TRAFFIC CHANGES AT PORT OF TRIPOLI EXPLAINED

[Text | Despite the 2-years' war and the poor conditions that followed 

it, the port of Tripoli was able to survive and even to maintain a gradual 
increase in ite traffic. lt reached the peak of its capacity in 1979 with 
traffic exceeding 1 million tons of goods, and it realized record returns. 
In 1980, however, it went back to its 1970 lewel of tiaffic. 


What is hurting even more is the fact that this decline coincided with 
the completion of some repairs and expansion activities on the docks of 
the port and on its storage areas. These repair and expansion activities 
had effected a 40 percent increase in the port's capacity to accommodate 
trafiic. 


The volume of the decline was extraordinary since it was not even commen- 
surate with the rate of increase that was recorded by port traffic year 
after year. 


It is to be noted that the biggest jump in traffic did not exceed 100,000 
tons per year, whereas t:affic dropped 313,876 tons last year in one fell 
swoop. That is a rate of 31.4 percent for 1979; 23.8 percent for 1978; 
and, by comparison, 19 percent for 1975. The volume of traffic was almost 
equal to the 1970 volume of traffic. 


Those who are cognizant of the secrets of the port of Tripoli are saying 
that these figures that are issued by the port administration, by customs 
and by other authorities are superficial, even though they are official 
and dependable. They affirm that there has not been an actual decline 

in port traffic in 1980 and that the decline does not lie in the quanti- 
ties of goods that come and go, but rather in the fact that a large ratio 
of this merchandise and these goods are not computed so that payment of 
customs and port fees that are due on them can be avoided. The first proof 
of this lies in the fact that the number of ships that came to the port 
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last year rose by 98 ships, as is record d. These are the same ships that 
come to the port of Tripoli with a max’ am load. The second proof lies in 
the fact that the decline rate is contined mostly to the varieties of 
merchandise whose customs and port fees have been increased. The third 
proof lies in the fact that revenues from dock fees have declined but that 
revenues from warehouse fees, storage fees and stamp fees rose. It is 
known that port fees were increased with the beginning of 1980, 


Those people add that this suspect phenomenon began in mid 1979 when port 
traffic began to deci. ne at a high rate; that decline, however, was super- 
ficial and not genuine. 


In Figures 


Traffic figures at the port of Tripoli for 1980 show that there were 
687,266 tons of goods. OF those 625,140 tons were imported merchandise, 
materials and goode--that is a rate of 90.9 percent, and 62,126 tons were 
exported or re-exported merchandise. These goods were carried by 947 ships 
and 166 boats, compared with 869 ships in 1979, 


The distribution of the varieties of merchandise last year was as follows: 
29.4 percent wood and lumber; 19.1 percent iron; 15.4 percent fertilizers; 
8.9 percent miscellaneous merchandise; 8.5 percent food; 5.6 percent 
tiles, marble and mosaic; 4.9 percent cement; and 8.2 percent miscel- 
laneous merchandise. 


Compared to 1979, merchandise traffic in the port declined 313,876 tons. 
This decline is distributed as follows: iron declined 92,531 tons at a 
rate of 41.3 percent: miscellaneous merchandise [declined] 89,150 tons 

at a rate of 59.3 percent: food |‘ declined) 64,764 tons at a rate of 52.7 
percent; lumber, 52,904 tons at a rate of 20.8 percent; miscellaneous 
merchandise, 39,427 tons at a rate of 41.1 percent; tiles and marble, 
4,569 tons at a rate of 19.6 percent. Quantities of fertilizers increased 
by 19,769 tons at the rate of 18.6 percent; and cement increased by 9,700 
tons at the rate of 28.8 percent. 


There was an 11.3 percent increase in the quantity of merchandise in the 
last 6 months of 1980 over the first 6 months. The highest increase was 
recorded in September: 77,721 tons. it was followed by December with 
75,245 tons and June, with 67,899 tons. The least traffic was in February 
when it was 47,643 tons. Average monthly traffic [in the port] amounted to 
57,272 tons, compared with 83,428 tons in 1979, 


A monthly comparison [of the traffic figures!) between 1980 and 1979 

i shows! that the decline in February was considerable; it amounted to 
85,280 tons. In January the decline amounted to 63,042 tons; in May, 
57,286 tons: in April, 46,996 tons; in July, 14,159 tons; in March, 28,683 
tons; and in October, 16,3446 tons. There was a limited increase in traffic 
in December of 20,354 tons; in November, 7,663 tons; and in September, 
3,213 tons.

Pees for port 
machinery naturally declined sinee there wae no longer any point in using 
them when special machines were present. The decline in those returns 
amounted te 107,07° Lebanese pownds at 4 rate of 77.9% percent. 


The only fees that rose were these for warehouses and open storage spaces 
whose area had been increased. The increase in the fees amounted to 
601,471 Lebanese pounds at 4 fa.e of 42.2? percent. 


it is to be noted that fees were modified late in 197° and that they were 
increased at various rates ranging from 10 te 75 percent.

This is attributable te the facet that the port of Tripoli is the last te

the administration's fund eeuld hawe exceeded 35 willion pounds, were we 
to consider the @inimum internatione! average for port revenues, compared 
with the quantities and varieties of merchandise that make up the merchan= 
dise traffic in these ports, 


There are these whe in an effort te give comfort say, “Let the merchants 
benefit from smuggling the merchandise through the pert, Let them eat and 
satiety their hunger. Thie faci itetes trade in the country.” This is, 
unfortunately, taking place and can only be controlled in the presence of 
4 state and a supervisory body. If thie matter were contributing te the 
reduction of the prices of goods te consumers, it would have been 
bearable. However, when the consumer aske the merchant of the importer why 
things are 60 expensive “When you are not paying any fees for the merehan~- 
dise,” the merchant replies, "Whe says we are not paying fees’? Does it 
matter that we pay them te the state?” 


What has not changed in the port of Tripoli is the continued increase 

in the traffic of imp. rted merchandise which has amounted to 9.9 percent. 
This shift in port traffic began in 1973. le began early in the seventies 
with export activity exceeding import activity by 20 percent. Exported 
goods began to decline eratualiy from 1973 ce 1975. In the last 5 years 
the ratio of exported eoots reached * percent, and imported goods rose by 
75.3 percent in the last 10 years. 


What does all this mean’ 


This means, on the one hand, that we are 4 nation that eats what it does 
not plant and consumes whet (t doe sot manufacture. (lt alee means that | 
transit traffic, smuggling and exporting Lebanese merchandise and manu- 
factured goods have been shifted to the land route after hawing begun in 
the 60's and early 70's to utilize the sea through the port where traffic 
in the free sone has been browght to 4 standstill. This alee means that 97 
percent of Lebanese exports are confined to the neighboring countries with 
which we hawe land contact, such a6 Syria, Saudi Arabia, Jordan, iraq, 
Yuwait and others. In addition, most of the merchandise and goods that are 
smuggled inte the area ore sold in the local market, and (some) are re- 
exported after a certificate of origin is obtained; these goods are then 
re-exported to the aforeme-tioned countries. 


Te go back to the reasons tor the decline, the opinion of those who say 
that the decline is superficial is corroborated by 4 port official. He 
Says that ewading the payment of fees is widespread. Yuhammad Nafi', presi- 
dent of the Commercial Office in the port denies that there is a decline 
in port activity despite the announced figures. He says, “The port of 
Tripoli is still experiencing @ period of prosperity in one form or 
another. The figures may sometimes be misleading if one does not look into

However, there was much that Mr Safi’ did net say, and many people are 
avare of these provocative details.

At any rate, “r Nati’ concludes by saying, “Despite everything elee, the 
conditions and the situation of the port of Tripoli are still better than 
those of any public institution of facility in Lebanon.”

{Text} The firet part of thie study written by Dr Pa'iqah al-Rifa'i reviewed the 
concept of monetary policy and the method which central banks follow in reconcil- 
ing Sonetary policy with the state's fiscal policy. The study included an expla- 
nation of the importance of c.u.rency to the national economy, the goale and 
principles of monetary management, and the bases on which these principles are 
applied in developed countries. Thies second part includes an 
importance of monetary policy, the way it is formulated in the UAE, the role of 
the various sectore of the national economy in achieving the goals of monetary 
policy, the general features of the UAE financial system, and, finally, the op- 
tions and alternatives available to the UAE as a financ and monetary market.

Pormulating Monetary Policy 


In the introduction to ay study, I explained the economic factors, which come down 
to two phenomena: (1) the rise in the ratio of current deposits to funde availa- 
ble for lending, which means the weakening of the central bank's ability to con- 
trol the volume of total aoney supply; and (2) the increase in the amount of gov- 
ernment sctivity relative to private sector activity, and the increase in government 
expenditures ae 4 result of the rise in petroleum revenues. Therefore. fiscal 
policy is gost effective in controlling soney supply.

Without @ dowbt, these given factore will necessarily determine the level of pro- 
duction in the petrolews sector, taking inte consideration the pricing policy 
which the state wants to apply to ite production with reference to exporting 
petrol. m in the context of general OPEC policy. 


Now we can ask where gonetary policy stande among 411 these policies, and what 
goals it can achieve. 


Before anewering this question, it might be beneficial to point owt that in the 
case of the UAE economy, monetary policy alone cannot achiewe the goals of eco- 
nomic policy; thie can only be done by reconciling sonetary policy with fiscal 
policy. The situation aleo demands that other sectors, such ae the banking and 
the private business sectors, comply with the two policies and follow them whole- 
heartedly. 


The Economic Sector's Role in Achieving the Goale of Monetary Policy 


Whenever savere direct their goney towards consumption of overseas investment , 
thie inevitably leade to the inability of local deposite to meet the demand for 
local credit. Therefore, the banks get loans from overseas to make the short 
age, and there’ ore it is essential for the consumption sectors 
to go along with the goals of the general state plan. There is 
the central bank's continuing to follow 4 policy of refinancing, at 4 rate appro- 
priate for the UAE. Purthermore, the burden of directing the major portion of 
eredit to the production sectors falie on the banking system, in addition to 
financing commercial activity. In the nature of things, sore credit will be 
directed to the industrial sector, so a8 to encourage the private sector and 
alert it to investment opportunities available within the country and in the 
industrial field.

As for the exchange rate, the time has come to revalue the dirham, relative to 

the special drawing rights, to 4 rate higher than ite present rate. This step 

will be the first one to be taken once the central bank begins functioning and 

obtains the necessary foreign currency from the emirates’ governments. It is 

of the exchange rate so as to enable 

the central bank to direct the market in the proper direction. The central bank

As for the financial surplus in the balance of payments, the state gust make an 
effort to achieve 4 certain surplus to be invested in other countries, interna- 
tional and regional organizations, and international money markets, since the 

financing of development will be 4 burden on the balance o. payments for a long 
time. The situation demands an increase in the state's international needs, so 
as to strengthen the value of the currency and ensure a foreign currency income 


in the post-petroleum stage. 


Purthermore, the banke differ in their capital base, even twough every bank aust 
maintain 4 percentage of capital no less than one-fifteenth of the total assets. 
The reserves of some banks represent the greater part of their capital, while 
paid-up capital represents the greater part of the capital of some others. 


The banks aieo differ in the nature of their opera'ions. Some of them rely on 
foreign transactions and are active in the foreigr money market and in the cir- 
culation of money, while others concentrate on overseas transfers for resident 
colonies. Yet others concentrate on purely local operations. Therefore, each 
category is concerned with distinct matters. Also, one of the features of com- 
@ercial banke in the UAE is that some of them depend on short-term deposits, 
most of which are in current demand accounts, while others concentrate on long- 
term deposits. Therefore, each group of banks has distinct operations in keep- 
ing with their natures. 











The UAE As a Vinancial and Monetary Market=-Alternatives and Options 


Perhaps the central bank's most important question, when it first started out, 
was how it would deal with the various parte of the UAE financial and banking 


system, 


The law establishing the central bank gave it the right to supervise other, 
non=banking financial organizations, and «¢ so granted it direct and comprehen - 
sive supervision over the various parte of the banking system (comercial banks). 


We would like to stress that how the central bank deale with the commercial 
banks depends primarily on the anewer to the fol question: Do the UAE 
authorities want to support the state's gonetary and financial market so it can 
develop and grow to serve the Gulf region and in the future become an interna~ 
tional market, cooperating with the Bahrain market so that each can complement 
the other? Of does the state want the commercial banks to concentrate on serv= 
ing the local market alone? 


Naturally, if the anewer calle for supporting the state's financial market, which 
in our opinion would serve the goals of ‘uture Arab Gulf and pan-Arab sonetary 
and economic integration, and for reinforcing the central bank's ability to guide 
banking policy in the desired direction in cooperation with the sonetary authori- 
ties of Gulf states, especially Bahrain, then the central bank's policy will be 
liberal to 4 certain extent. If the anewer is negative, and the desire is to 
serve only the local market, the policy can be expected to be largely restricted, 
since the bank will have to think about taking the necessary steps to merge some 
banks with others, limiting the policy of permitting new branches for locally 
represented and non-represented foreign banke, and demanding local participation 
in the capital of foreign banks. In thie case, it might be in the general inter~ 
est to place some restrictions on the banks’ dealings with the outside world. 


There is no doubt that under such circumstances it is vital to dot the i's and 
cross the t's. This has ite own special importance, since in the future it will 
reflect on the state's banking system and will subsequentiy affect the course of 
development in the UAE.

Director of the Abu-Dhabi Blood Center Dr ‘Adil al-fulwani says, “In the past we 
were located in 4 omall building inequipped with modern equipment to store and 
transport blood. With the country's increasing health awakening, His 

Health Minister Hamad al-Midfa' handed down a decision to the Health Ministry to 
establish a central blood bank. This blood bank, equipped with the most modern 
equipment for storing and transporting blood, was officially inaugurated on 

12 Pebruary 1980. ver since its opening, there have been sore and more blood 
donors each day. The health minister approved the establishment of 4 Dubai cen- 
ter to serve the northern emirates. There is complete cooperation between the 
two centers.” 


We Will Stop Importing Blood 


Dr ‘Adil al-Hulwani adds, “Before the Abu Dhabi blood center was established, ve 
were importing blood from overseas. fven now we import it, but we are well on 
the way to stopping, for we have gotten many donors and abundant blood, due to 
the efforts of blood donors, each of whom is given a 200-UAE dirham compensation 
by the sinistry.”

ow Blood Is Donated 


Specialist Samih ‘Abduni discusses the blood donation operation, saying, “Anyone 
from 16 to 60 years of age can donate blood. A man can donate four times 4 year, 
while 4 wowaw can donate two or three times a year. This blood donation does not 
hurt the person; on the contrary, it increases hie vitality and vigor. The donor 
must be free of all diseases; the center examines him to make sure of this. 

After that, 4 blood sample is taken to determine the blood type, and then the 
donor's blood pressure and pulse are taken. 


“after the blood is obtained, it is examined a second time to make sure it is 
free of liver diseases such as jaundice. After that, it is kept in a refriger- 
ator at 4 temperature from 2 to 6 degrees centigrade for 21 days, since it tends 
to spoil after that length of time. The plasma is extracted and kept in special 
refrigerators.” 


‘Umar Sa'd Dabbur, who has donated his blood, saye that donating blood maintains 
a person's health and vigor and renews his blood circulation; furthermore, 
donating blood is 4 patriotic duty. 


Teresa Mendez, a Portuguese citizen, says, “I donate sy blood to help others, be- 
cause helping other people is everyone's duty. Perhaps this citizen is support- 
ing a family, and the donation will have helped this family live happily and com- 
fortably. So donate your blood, brother citizen, to save your brother from 
death.” 


The Arabs Are the St ingiest 


In the course of all the blood donation at the al-Salem Street blood bank, it has 
been observed that foreigners are the most generous, and Arabs the stingiest. in 
keeping track of the number of donors over a }-day period, we noticed that 31 for- 
eign donors gave blood to the blood bank last Tuesday, while not 4 single Arab was 
seen. 


The situation improved the next day, Wednesday, when there were 2 Arab donors and 
24 foreign donors. On Thursday, the number of donors dropped to 4 total of one 
Arab and only 14 foreigners! 


The Imported Blood Crisis 


For this reason, the most important goal of the campaign, the slogan of which seems 
to be “Arabiging or naturalizing blood”, is overcoming the crisis of imported blood, 
which most of the time is apt to totally or partially spoil during refrigeration, 


storage, transport and then re-storage!
